a Baron of Parliament, in the Reign of King Edward the Firft. | 

HIS Father, Sir Zames Ware, Kt. in the time of Queen Elizabeth, came over 

into Ireland, in the Quality of Secretary to the Lord-Deputy, and fometime after 
was made Auditor-General of this Kingdom; a Place of Honour and Profit, 
which enabled him to make many confiderable Purchafes in‘and near the City 
of Dublin. ~ He was a Perfon of extraordinary Piety ‘and ftri@ Life. He had 
by his Wife Mary Briden, Daughter to Sir ~ Briden, of the County of Kent, 
Kt. Five Sons, and as many Daughters ; our, Author James being the Eldeft of 
his Sons, and was Born in Caftle-/freet, in the City of Ladin, on the 26th of Ao- 
vember, Anno 1594. His Father finding him to make early Advances towards 
Learning, {pared neither Coft nor Labour, to encourage him therein, and about 
the Age of Sixteen ‘had him entred a Student ‘in Trinity-Colledge neat Dublin, 
where applying himfelf diligently to his Studies, he made {uch Proficiency 
therein, that in lefs then Six years he was made Mafter of Arts. Having finifh- 
ed his Studies in the Univerfity, and made great Progrefsin all parts of Polite — 
Literature, upon Advice of his Father,heChanged hisCondition of Life,and Mar- 
ried Mary the Daughter of ‘fobs Newman, of Dubin, Efq; Yet notwithftanding the 
Cumbrances of Marriage and Bufinels,.he ftill followed his Studies, ‘and chiefly 
apply’d himfelf to the Difcovery of the Antiquities of his own Country, Encou- 
raged therein by the Advice and Affiftance of the Learned and ever Famous 
Archbifhop Her.

or leave them to be difcevered more fully by others : Albeit, I deny not 
the ufefulnefs of Conjectures in a great part of polite Literature ; zor do 
I doubt, but mach of Antiquity may yet be further Iliftrated by lucky 
Conjettures, befides what has hitherto been explained by the. Learned, 
to the great Improvement of Learning, and confequently of Feige 
Knowledge. However, to fay no more, if you reap any benefit from 
this Labour of mine, I fhall think my time and pains well beflowed.

They write alfo 
that in the Year 300, after the Flood, Bartholan Son of Sera, of 
the Off-fpring of Faphet,. having conquer’d I know not what Gy- 
ants, fubdued the Ifland, and that afterward Nemethus, a Scythian, 
with his four Sons Inhabited here fora time; and that his Pofteri- 
ty being expell’d by the Gyants called.

Nor 
tho’ in fome things it difagree, are we to omit here what we find 
deliver’d by Oengufus Celide, an Antient Author, out of the Book 
call’d Pfalter-Navran, concerning the Pofterity of Milefus , Ireland 
(fays he) was divided into two parts between the two Sons of Milefius, 
Heremon and Eber, whereof Eber took the South part, and Heremon 
the North, together with the Monarchy, and Heremon, the firft ‘of the 
Scots Reigu’d Univerfally in Ireland for 13 years, and begat Five Sons 
Eleét, whereof four were Kyngs of Ireland for three years, and Jarel the 
Prophet Ten Tears. From him defcended Fifty Eight Kjngs of Ireland, 
before Patrick Taught the Chriftian Religion to the Irith, and after Pa- 
trick, were 50 Kyngs of his Lineage. From Eberus are faid ( how 
true [ know not ) to ‘have defcended the OBriens, Mac Cartys, O 
1Garols, O Sullevans, Mac-Coblans, O Kennedys, O Hogans, O Hara’s, 
O Garys, and others. From Heremon, the O Neals, O Connors, O Do- 
nells, O Birns, O Kellys, O Flabertys, O Rourks, O Releys,O Melachlins, 
ésc. And from Jerus another Brother, the O Connors of Kerry, O 
Feralls, Mac-Ranells, Magenis’s, and fome others. But I proceed. 

Nennius mentions the coming of Partholanus, Nemethus, and laft- 
ly the three Sons of Milefius the Spaniard, with CXX Gils ( Ships 
fo called ) but he affirms that Partholanus and his People died of 
the Plague, That Memethus return’d into Spam, and that the Sons 
of Milefius remain’d there for the {pace of one year. | 

From Nenninus, the moft Learned Camden rightly collects, That 
the coming of thefe People ought to be drawn back from their 
pretended great Antiquity to later Ages, and not without reafon ; 
For Affairs of thote elder and remote Times, Lzke things that at a 
great diftance are {carce difcernable, ave obfcur’d by their great Antiquity 5} 
And indeed are often altogether undifcoverable, as the Learned 
know. And not to go far for an Example, it is Evident that moft 
of what is delivered by Geofry Monmouth, concerning the Briti[h Af- 
‘| fairs before the coming of Fulius Gefar, is either falfe, or at leaft ve- 
ry obfcure and uncertain. And in what is taken out of the Inb 
Hiftories concerning the Original of this Nation, the Reader may 
obferve that there is much of Falfhood mixt with Truth. But as 
to the firft Inhabitants ; their Opinion feems to me moft fatisfacto- 
ry, who deduce them from Britain, both by reafon of the Vicinity 
of Britain, and the eafinefs of the paflage, as alfo for the Confor- 
mity of the Language and Cuftoms with thofe of the Antient Br 
tains, wherein | follow the Obfervation of Tacitus, who.in the Life 
of Julius Agricola, after the like difquifition from whence the firft 
‘Colonies were drawn into Britain, viz. whether irom Germany OY 
Spain, concludes at laft that it was moft probable, From the eee 
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Th ANTIQUITIES 
bouring Gauls, as might be obferv’d in the Conformity of their Superfii- 
tous Kites. How near Ireland is to Britain is fuficiently known ; 
and that Ireland was heretofore reckon’d among the Brztifh Iles, we 
have the Teftimonies of Pliny, Apulesus, Ptolomy and Diodorus Siculus. 
It feems likewife probable that the Brigantes of Ireland, whom Fto- 
lomy feats near the River Brigus, were defcended from the Brigantes 
of Brita. Astouching the Manners and Rites of the Antient Ivi/b, 
thus Tacztus, The Soyl and Clime, the Customs and difpofitions of the Peo- 
| ple do little differ from thofe of Britain. And particularly, as the 
(a)lib. 5. «5.| Britamns, according to (a) Cz/ar, wore a Beard only on the upper 
lip, and their Hair long, fo the Antient Iri/h wore their Beards, and 
their Hair (by the Modern called Gizbs) hanging down their backs. 
The Druids alfo and Bards were held in great Veneration by both 
Nations. But as the antient /ri/b borrowed not a few of their Cu- 
ftoms from the Brztaims, fo they had others from the Scythians, as 
may be gathered from their Antient Cuftoms in their Oaths, Marria- 
ges, Feaftings, Dancimgs and Funerals, compar’d with thofe of the 
Scythians in Herodotus, Solanus, Diodorus, Lucianus, and other Anti- 
ent Writers. Moreover their Wicker Sheilds, their Bows and fhort 
Arrows were the very Arms of the Scythians. But whether after 
the manner of the Scythians they were likewife eaters of Men as () 
Strabo notes, I much doubt, for Strabo himfelf confeffes that in that 
‘matter he had not fufficient Teftimony. Nor can I here omit the 
opinion of fome Learned Men who think that both thofe Nations 
shad their Name from their dexterity in the ufe of theBow. To 
‘which we may add that the Dutch call the Scythzans and Scots by one 
‘Name Scatten. Laftly, after the manner of the Scythzans, for en- 
‘couragement to themfelves, and terror to the Enemy, they ufed 
before a.Battle to repeat the werd Farah, Farah, with a great cry, 
as the Greczans of old on the fame occafion us’d the word Eleleu (as 
ll and. Suzdas obferve ) or as others fay, Alalz, and that the 
Romans us’d fuch.a Martial cry before the Battle, is affirm’d by dm- 
mianus (c) Marcellinus, who callsfuch a cry Barritus, becaufe: per- 
haps it refembled the voice of the Elephant, which ( according to 
Pompeius Fefius ) is faid Barrie, to Bray. To affign the exact 
time when Ireland was firft Inhabited, cannot reafonably be ex- 
pected from me, For we know that the Beginnings of Antiquity, 
unlefs where we have light from Scripture, are very uncertain. But 
as it is very probable, that the firft Inhabitants came from Britain, its 
Neighbour Ifland, and from fmall beginnings other new Colonies, 
as the Brigantes, €c. poflefsid the Eaftern parts of Iveland, lying 
neareft to Britain. So it may likewife be allow’d that other Nations 
afterward fent Colonies into Ireland, but of the exact time there re- 
mains no footftep: Particularly (to fay nothing of Scythia)the lrifh Cauci, 
feem to be deriv’d from the Canc: of Germany, the Gangani and Lu.

collected it from Hiftories and Annals of Ireland. As for the Prede- 
ceflors of Legarius, I have purpofely omitted them, becaufe moft of] 
what is deliver’d of them ( in my opinion) is either Fabulous or 
very much intermix’d with Fables, and without Chronology. But 
in this Catalogue, leaft it thould be thought, that any of the Irith 
Kings mention’d among Writers, are here wanting. It is to be 
Noted, that the petty Kings of particular Provinces, are fometimes 
falfly called Kings of Ireland. So in the Chronicle of Garadocus 
Lhancarvanenfis about the Year of our Lord gos. Cormac Son of

Soon after Moriertach O Brian, Son of Tirdelvac, obtain’d the King- Pes 
dom, who having Reign’d many Years, died in the Year 1120. and ye a 
was buried in the Cathedral of S. Flawnan, at Kallaloo, Caradocus 
Lhancarvanenfis,and his Cotemporary William of Malmesbury call him 
Murchard. Our Henry1. (fays Malmesbury) had him, and Sacceffors, fo much 
at his devotion, that they would neither write nor do any thing without his 
Approbation, though it be reported, that Murchard, for what caufe I know 
not, for fome time carried himfelf more high than ufuall towards the Eng- 
lifo, but upon the interdicting of Shipping and Commerce, he foon grew 
milder.

Maurice, or Moriertach, Son of Neal, and Grand-Son to Loghlin,' — oriertaeh 
commonly called Maurice Mac-Loghlin from his Grand.

The Saw and the Wind, mention 
is made in the Oath of Lagarius, Son of Neal, King of Ireland, in 
the #i/ler Annals, in the year of our Lord CCC@LVIIL  Lacian 
likewife (in Toxaris )fays that the Scythians of old {wore by the 
Wind and (a) Acinaczs, nor is it to be thought ftrange that the hea- 
then Iri/b fhould Worfhip the Wind, when it is certain that Auguftus 
Cefar Erected a Temple to the Wind Gircius in Gaul. (b) Focelin a 
Giftercian Monk of Furnefs in Lancafbire, fays that the above menti- 
oned Legarius {wore by an Idol called Ceancroith:, that is, the bead 
of all the Gods, becaufe {ays he) he was believ’d by the fooli{h people to 
give Anfwers. Whether the Ivif> underftood Apollo by that name, 
is doubted. In the Regifter of Glogher, we find mention of an Idol 
jthere, that about the fame time ufed to give anfwers from a Golden 
Stone, from whence the City Clogher took its name, nor are we 
here to omit that fatal Stone heretofore. called Lrafai, brought into 
Treland by the Thuathededans, And from thence inthe Reign of: Mo- 
riertach, Son of Erea, fent into Argathela, to his*‘brother Fergus, but 
was afterward by King Kenethinclos’d in a wooden chair for the:Con- 
fecration of the Kings of Scotland, and placed in the Abby of Scane, 
and at laft was Tranflated to \Weflminfter, by Edwavd1.

He Antient Irith generally called all Foreigners, efpecially their 
European Neighbours, of whatever Nation, promifcuoufly 

Gauls. From hence the little Territory near Dublin Northward, 
heretofore poffefs'd by the Morwegiaus, was called Fingall : So Dev- 
mot, Son of Murchard, and King of Lezjter, was called Ni-gall, that 
is, a friend to the Enghfb, becaufe in favour of him, >the Englifh un- 
der Hen. I. Invaded Iveland. So the ews once called all Foreign- 
ers Grecians, as we find in S.(a2) Paul. So likewife in thefe our days, 
in fome Eaftern Countries, almoft all Europeans are called Franks. 
Yet it is to be confefs’d, that the Englifh were commonly called by 
the Irifh Saxons, the Danes likewife and Norwegians, who fubdued 
a great part of Ireland, in the IX Age, and poflefsd Dublin, Water- 
ford, Limerick, and other Maritime Towns, till the coming of the 
Englith under Hen. Il. werefometimes called Normans, as denoting 
| Men from the North, fometimes Offmans, to denote Men of the Eafi.| 
From them the North Suburbs of Dubin took the: Name of Offman-| 
Town, called corruptly Oxman-Town, which it retains to this day. 
Some divide thefe Normans, or Oftmans, into Dubgalls, and Fingalls : 
By the Dubgalls, or Black Foreigners, meaning the Danes; And by 
{the Fingalls, or White Forergners, the Norwegzans. Nor are we here 
to omit the Scotch-Britais, called by the Irifh Albans, nor the Wel/h, 
whom they called Brannagh, and Britams.

YT is true that the Laws and Cuftoms of England were introduced 
in Ireland at the firft coming of the Englih under Hen.IIL. and were 
aiterward Confirm’d and Eftablifh’d by King Fobn, and left under 
this Seal in the Exchequer in Dublin; ‘but yet it is certain, that for 
fome hundreds of Years, they did not extend farther than the Coun- 
trys Inhabited by the Englith, for in all other parts of Ireland, Ta- 
\nzfiry was in ufe, together with the Brehou Law, and Gavel-kind, 
which Laws and Cuftoms began likewife to be received among 
fome of the Englifh of better Note, as appears by a Statute madeina 
Parl at Kilkenny in the XL. Year of Edw. III. under Lionel Duke 
of Clarence, Lieutenant of Ireland, wherein the Englifh are com- 
manded, in all Controverfies, to be govern’d by the common Law 
of England, and whoever fubmitted to the Brehon Law, or Law of 
the Marfbes is declar’d a Traitour. But notwithftanding that Ac, 
thofe Laws and Cuftoms of the Ivifh were afterward receiv’d by 
many of the Eng/zfb. Wor till the Peace fettled under King Fames, 
were the Laws of England receiv'd and acknowledg’d univerfally in

Ireland. By the Law of Taniftry (of which we now treat) the here-|- 


ditary right of Succeffion was not obferv’d among the Princes or 
Rulers of Countrys, but the ftrongeft, and he who had moft followers, 
often the eldeft and moft worthy of the Blood-and name of the De- 
ceafed King, fucceeded: who, by the common fuffrage of the 
People, in the Life time of his Predeceffor, being appointed Suc- 
cellor, was called Tanift, as muchas to fay, Second. Which name 
feems to be deriv’d from Thane, an honourable Title among the 
Saxons, of whom the chief were called the Kings Thanes, or Minifters 
of State. Whoever receiv’d the Dignity maintained himfelf and fol- 
lowers, partly by certain Lands appointed for that ufe, called Loghty, 
but chiefly by certain tributary Impofitions, which he exacted at i

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will, called Coinertags, &c. trom which only the Lands of the 
Church, and fuch as he indulged by particular Priviledge were 
exempt ; So that every King among them was a Tyrant. They 
had likewife certain Judges among them, called Brebous, who at 
certain appointed times in the open Air, and ufnally on a Hill, 
being feated on Clods of Earth, determin’d what Controverfies 
happened among their Neighbours. Thefe Judges were not ac- 
quainted with the Laws of gland, but in matters depending be- 
fore them, gave Judgment partly according to the Civil and Cannon 
_| Law, and.partly according to the Cuftoms in ufe among them- 

felves, and.as they had Brehons of one Sept or Family, fo alfo they 
had Hiftorians, Phyficians, Chirurgions, Poets and Harpers of other 
{peculiar Septs, to every one of which certain Lands were affign’d. 
The King likewife (if he were of the moft Potent ) referv’d to 
himfelf the power of making War or Peace. ‘But to return to the 
Brebon-Law ,; Murther, Rapes and Thefts were punifl’d with a

They had likewife two other Cuftoms, called Goglipred, and 
fFoftering, which by the Corruption of time were the caufes of 
much Mifchief; For from hence began thofe Combinations and 
Confederacies of Parties, upon any difcordarifing among the more 
Potént of them, in all things Jawfull or unlawfull, So that the 
Condition of the Subject was miferable in thofe places where thefe 
Cuftoms prevail’d. 

Laftly, to conclude this Chapter, it remains that we fay fome- 
thing oi the Cuftom which we call Gavel-Bind. As to the Ety-} 
mology of the word; Lambard and his followers expound it to be 
an Inheritance defcending to all. the neareft kindred, from the Saxon 
word Gtfelecat-cyn. But Ithink Sommers opinion more probable, who 
in his Gloflary derives it from the Saxon Gafel, that is a Tax, Tribute, 
or Penfion, and cpnd, that is, Nature, Kind, or Condztion. So that 
®avel-kind denotes a Tributary Poffeffion, liabletoan Annual Rent, and 
the Services and Duties of other common Poffefions. But of this let o- 
{thers enquire. By this Cuftom among the Iv/b, the Inheritance 
of the deceafed ( below the degree of a Tans/t) was equally divided 
among the Sons both lawfully and unlawfully begotten , and_ they 
failing, among the next Heirs-Males, the Femals being wholly ex- 
cluded, contrary to the antient Gavel-kind of the Englifh Saxons, a- 
mong whom, the Iffue-Male failing, Femals were admitted to Inhe- 
rit, and Baftards wholly excluded. Upon this Account, any of the 
Sons, tho’ labouring under the greateft Poverty, efteem’d himfelf a 
Gentleman, and much difdain’d to meddle in Husbandry, Merchan- 
dife, or any Mechanick Art. The like cuftom of Gavel-kind was al- 
fo in Venedotia, or North-Wales, till the 12. of Edward I. when by 
the Statute of Rutland the faid Cuftom was reform’d, and fo con-| 
tinued till the 34. of Henry VIII. when byanother Statute it was

O the proper Names of the antient Ivifh, Sirnames were added,

So Neal King of 
lreland was callec Vigialac, becaufe he had taken nine Hoftages from 
the lefler Kings, and had held them for fome time inFetters. King 
Brian was called Boruma, becaufe he had recover’d from the people 
of Lezfter, a certain Annual Tribute fo calied. Cenfela was called 
the Wife, S. Barr, Finbarr, or White Barr.  S. Comin, Fada, or Long, 
-and Aid, the Bearded Clerk, from his long Beard; like as among the 
Grecians, Seleucus III. King of Syria, was call’d Ceraunus, that is, Thun- 
der, from his precipitate temper. Ptolomy VII. King of Egypt, Phy/- 
con, from his great Belly, and (to omitt others ) Ptolomy the laft fave 
one, Auletas, from his great love to the Bagpipe. Oras among the 
Romans, M. Aurelius was called Corvus, and his off-{pririg Corvinz, be- 
caufe he kill’d Gallus in a Duel by the accidental help of the flight 
of a Crow. One Sezpro was call’d Africanus, another Affaticus, from 
‘their Victories obtain’d in thofe parts of the World. So he that 
was Born in his Fathers abfence was call’d Proculus, if Born after 
his Fathers Death, Pofthumus, if lame, Claudius. But he that de- 
fires to know more of the Koman Sirnames, let him confult (2)

At laft in the Reign of the forefaid Brian, the Sirnames of the

{cendant from fome principal Man, asO Brian, O Conner &c. Yet 
it isto be acknowledg‘d, that for fome Hundreds of years after, 
many Families had no certain and fixed Sirnames. Some obferve 
that about the year of Our Lord i000. ( in the time of Brian) Sir. 
names began alfo to be fix’d in France, England and Scotland, firtt 
among the Nobility, and by degrees among the lower fort. Laftly, 
fome particular Ivib Families, befides thefe Sirnames, had alfo o-| 
ther additional names, as Bane, White , Boy, Yellow, Bacca, Lame;

For antient Names, by the revolution of time, have 
been fo much changed, thatat this day there are fcarce any cha- 
raGters of their Antiquity remaining, and, as Seneca, New foundati- 
ons of Cities ave laid, and new names of people are {prung up esther from 
\the extinétion of the antient, or chauge of them into the more prevarling. 
Therefore the beft guides are the Situations of places, as they are de- 
{crib’d by Péolomy out of Marinus Tyrius. From Gamden, I receiv’d light 
inmanythings, tho’ I cannot deny but that the love of truth has con- 
ftrain’d me to differ from him in fundry others. Some likewife there 
may be that may deferve correétion. However thefe fuch as theyare, I 
offer to the Reader, together with a Chorographical Table of Antzent 
Ireland, according to Ptolomy, the Lucen only added out of Orojius, 
who flourifh’d under Theodofius the Younger.

r Auvice Fitz-Thomas, afterward Earl of De/mond, following the 
example of the Iri/h, was the firft (asis faid) of the Englifp who 
charg’d the Subject with the heavy Tax call’d Goyn and Livery, name- 
ly-Money, Food and Lodging for Man and Horfe. This he is faid 
to have introduced in the time of Edward II. King of England, for 
the maintenance of the Kings Armny againft the Scots in Ireland, who 
then ravag’d the Country under the command of Edward Brace, who 
had declared himfelf King of Ireland. ‘However it were, whether 
he was the‘firft or not, yet-after the Scots were reduced, and affairs 
fettled, the fame Tax continued, and for many years lay heavy up- 
on the People, notwithftanding fome Ads of Parliament by which 
fuch exactions were Prohibited, upon pain of high Treafon. Ofthe 
Death of fohn-Cotterel, Senefchall to this Earl, Executed by Com- 
mand of Raiph de Ufford, Lord Juftice of Ireland, Becaufe he had In- 
vented, Introduced, and Exercifed feveral ftrange and intolerable Laws, fee 
the Annals of fohbn Clynn, in the year1345. Some: obferve that 
this very Tax was fatal to one of the’ Pofterity of the faid Maurice. 
For Thomas Earl of Defmond, for the like exactions impos’d on the 
Subject, was Beheaded at Tredagh onthe 15 of Febr. 1467. By 
command of ‘fohn Trptoft, Earl of Worceffer, Deputy of Ireland, But 
Thomas Rujfel,in the Hiftory of the Giraldims, {ays ( by what autho- 
rity I know not) that ‘Dejimond ‘{ufferd by the méans of Elizabeth, 
Wife of Edward IV.

F thefe Gialdus Cambrenjfis has written much, but very Fabu- 
loufly, fomething likewife is deliver’>d by Nennius the Britain 

fome Ages before Gambrenjis, which, becaufe the Author is not yet 
publifh’d, I thought fit to Tranfcribe. Thus therefore at the end 
of his Hiftory. Of the firft Inhabitemg of Britains in the Ifland of that 
Name, under the Title De Mirabilsbus Hiberniz, but (by the way ) 
fome Copies do falfly bear the Name of Gildas.

year 1089... Of thefe Schools the moft Antient, and moft Emi- 
nent, was that of Armagh, of which the Writer.of the Life of S.

cipline. Their Names were thefe , The two Kzarans ( Kzaran the Son of 
the Artificer, called Mac-ltair, and Ktavan Saigre.')

verfity of Scholars at Dublin, Dated 3.: Id. Ful. In the 7. year of his 
Pontificate. But the Archbifhop dying on the tenth of Auga/t . fol- 
lowing, in the year 1313. nothing wasdone init. Inthe year 1320. 
Alexander de Bicknor, his fucceflor in the Archbifhuprick, renew’d 
the Foundation, and procured a Confirmation ofit from Pope Fobn 
XXII. The Rules to be obferved in it may be {een in this follow-

Germanicus':Cefar having led the Army 
beyond the Rhine sm, Germany, on the Sea-Coaft a Fountain of {weet 
Water was difcover'd, upon the Drinking whereof the Teeth within two 
Years tome fell out, and the fivength of the Nerves difsolv'd, the Phyfi- 
tsans called thofe Difeafes. Stomacaces und Sceletirbes, the Remedy 
whereof reas found to be the Herb.

and of other Writers of the middle times. 


» the Ornaments and Indowments of Ireland we have be- 
fore fpoken, chap. 7. Let us now fee what has been fictiti- 
oufly deliver’d by fome Antient Writers, and believed by their 
followers. Solinus affirms that 2 Bird is a varity there, and adds

The forefaid 
King of Meath demanding of Turgefius how he might deftroy certain 
Birds lately brought into the Kingdom and very noxious to it, anda be- 
ing anfwer'd, that by deftvoying their Nefts, interpreting this of the Gaftles 
of the Norwegians, the Irifh sunanzmoufly Combin’d to their defiruction. 
So the Tyranny of Turgefius and the Norwegians held in Ireland about 
30 years, after which the Irith fhook off their yoke, and veturn’d to thew 
former liberty and manner of Government. Thus Givaldus. And cer- 
tain indeed itis that the Jréfb did about this time very much re- 
duce the power of the Norwegians, yet being daily fupply’d with 
Auxiliary Forces from Denmark end Norway, they afflicted Iveland 
for many years after, as fhall hereafter appear. 

In 848,a Battle was fought. between the fame Melachlin then 
King of Ireland, and the Danes at Four, where Melachlin had the 
Victory, and 700 Danes were kill’d. In another Battle fought at 
Scia-naght, by Olcabar King of .Cafbel ( who in my Book of the Ab- 
by of Inwfall, is called alfo Abbot of Imelac) and Lorcan Son of 
Kellach, King, if I miftake not, of Leinjter, r200 Danes were {lain, 
and in two other Battles before the end of the year, there fell about 
1700 more; So that this year was very unfortunate to the Danes. 
Whereupon Melachlin fent Ambaffadors to Charles the Bald, King of 
France, with prefents, defiving luberty of paffage to Rome. So the Nor- 
man.

In 849 Recruits came from Denmark and Norway into Iveland,and 
renew d the War to the great lofs of the Irsh.

Before the year 851, fays the Irjh Hiftories, the Danes} 
poffefs'd themfelves of Dublin, and the Neighbouring Country, which 

wef 
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we call Hagal. And this year, abloody Bartle was tought be- 
tween thefe and others of the fame Nation, wherein the Danes 
of Dublin had the worft,and Dablm was plunder’d by the ViGtors, Buc 
many efcaping by flight into their Country, return’d the next year 
with Auxiliary Forces, overthrew their enemies, and’recoverd Dub- 
‘iin. The writer of the life of S. Kevin doubtlefs means the Danes 
of Dublin, where he fpeaks of that City and its Inhabitants thus, 
ihe City Ath-cliath  Stinate in the North fide of Leinfter, upon a 
fret of the Sea, And in Scotch w % called Dub-lein, which fignifies 
the Black-bath, the Cuty it felf % Strong and Warlike, and the Inba- 
iitants Martial and expertenced in Sea-Affairs. 

In 852, Armagh on Eafier-day was deftroy’d by the Danes, and 
not long after Dermot Bifhop of that place, whom the Imfb An- 
nals call the wifeft of ail the Doétors of Europe, died either with 
Grief or Sicknefs. 

in 853, Amlavus or Amelaus with agreat Fleet of Danes and 
Norwegians landed in. Ireland. to whom all the Danes then in Ire- 
land fubmitted. This was that Amlavus, and this the Fleet of which 
Giraldus Gambrenfis (a) fpeaks. ‘ Not long after ( namely after 
the Death of Turgefus) fome from Norway and the Northern 
Iflands, informed of the goodnefs of the Country by report of 
their Fathers, came into the Ifland, not with a Hoftile Fleet, but 
with a fhew of Peace, and under pretence of Merchandife, and 
feating themfelves in the Maritime Towns of Ireland, at laft with 
confent of the Princes of the Country, built feveral Cities in it, 
for becaufe the Ivi/b, out of a Natural inclination to idlene{s, as 
we have faid, wholly neglefted Trade and Navigation, by the u- 
nanimous judgment of the whole Country, it feemed neceflary 
that fome people by whofe induftery the Traffick of other Coun- 
tries to the fupply of this, might be introduced, fhould be admit- 
ted into fome part of the Kingdom Their Leaders were 3 
Brethren viz. Amelaus, Sytavachus and Yvorus. Therefore having 
firft built 3 Cities, Dublin, Waterford and Limerick, the pricipali- 
ty of Dublin fell to Amelaus, that of Waterford to Sytaracus, and 
Limerick to Yvorus ; From them in procefs of time they proceeded | 
to build other Cities in Ireland. Theretorethe people now call’d Eafler- 
lings, were at firft peaceable and quiet enough under thofe Kings, | 
but. their pofterity growing numerous, and their Citys being 
well Fortified they revived their antient quarrels, and rebell’d. 
‘ They were called Offmanni, in their Language, which was cor- 
‘ rupt Szxon, that is, Men of the Eaft, for in refpect of that Country 
‘ they came from the Eaft parts of the World. So Giraldus. From 
whom Ranalphus the Gitercian Monk feems to have borrowed the 
fame. 

But to fpeak my Opinion of this Narration of his, it will appear 
certain, I think, that thofe Ezfterlimgs feated themfelves in thofe 
Maritime parts of the Kingdom, not under pretence of Traflick, 
nor by confent of the Irifh, but by Force of Arms. If we confider 
with what cruelty they acted in Ireland at their firft entrance into 


it, and even in this very time whereof we now fpeak. For it is] 
evident? 
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evident out of the beft Hiftories, that this Amlavus after a Battle or 


two fuccefsfully Fought againft the Irifh, was fo terrible to them, 
that they were forc’d to purchafe their Peace with an Annual 
Tribute. 

In 856, a fharp War began between Melachlin and the Danes, 
wherein many fell on both fides. | 

In 857, Catheldus the White Rebelling, was put to flight in 
Munfter by Amlavus and Ivarus. 

In 859, Amlavus and Ivarus went into Meath with a great Army, 
what the fuccefs was we do not find in the Wb Annals, but, it 
feems, about that time a Truce was made between Melachlin and 
the Danes. 

In 862, upon: the Death of Melachlin King of Ireland, Lorcan 
Son of Cathaldus, and Cornelius Son of Dermot, divided the King-| 
dom of Meath between them, but being afterwards taken by E- 
dan Sir-named Finliat with the affiftance of the Danes, Edan was 
declared King of Ireland. Lorcan, they fay, was deprived of his 
Eyes by Edan, and Cornelius was drown’d by Amlavus at Clonard, 

In 869, ‘Amlavus plunder’d and burn’t Armagh, and flew 1000 
Men there, ae 

In 870, Amlavus and Ivavus witha Fleet of 200 Sail went in- 
to Britain to the Affiftance of Hinguar and Hubba, Danes: Of 
whom fee Flordlegus and other writers of the affairs of England. The 
next year they return’d to Dublm with great Spoils and many Pri- 
foners, but foon after Amlavus dyed. 

In 871, Aslill King of Leifer was Killed by the Danes. 

In 872, varus dyed, whom the Irijb Annals call King of the 
Normans of aij Ireland. 

In 875, Ojttm Son of Amlavus, after a great Deftruction ofthe 


| Piéts, was kill’d by treachery of the Danes. And Godfrid Son of 


Ivarus feems to have fucceeded in the Government. 

In 888, agreat Battle was Fought between Flan King of Ireland 
and the Danes, wherein many on both fides were flain; Among o- 
thers on Flan’s fide, Edan King of Conaght Son of Gornelius. Not 
long after, Godfrid Son of Ivarus Prince of the Danes, was kill’d 
by the treachery of his Brother Szérscus. = | 

In 892, a difference began between Svtricus, fon of varus and one God-| 
frid Sir-named Merlum, at that time a Man of great Note in Dablm, 
and proceeded fo far, that the City was in a manner divided be-

In 896, Sitricus Son of Ivarus, who flew his brother, was like- 
wife, as an equal punifhment, flain by his own people.

The fame Year died Gregory firft Arch-Bifhop 
of Dublin, to whom fucceeded Laurence (by the Irfh call’d 
Lorcan) OTool, Abbot of Glendelagh, confecrated by, Gelafius 
Arch-Bifhop of Armagh, in the Cathedral of the B. Trinity in Dub- 
lin. 

In 1167, Roderick O Conner King of Ireland, entring Leinfler with 
an Army, and putting to flight Dermot Son of Murchard King of 
Leinfter, compell’d the people of Leinjter, and efpecially the Danes 
of Dublin, to give him Hoftages. — . 

In 1169, about the beginning of May, Robert Fitz-Stephens, M:- 
ler Eitz-Henry, Milo Sonof David of Menevia, and Herve de Monte- 
marifeo came out of Wales with an Army, and landed in Iveland. 
The place of their firft Landing was called Banna, that is, Bkj- 
fed, commonly Bag and Bun, near Fethard in the County of Wex- 
ford; which fome. (tho’ I think not rightly) -take to be the 
fame with Ptolomy’s Sacrum Promontorium, or Holy-Head. The next 
day after followed Maurice de Prendergafs with 10 Men at Arms and 
60 Bow-men. Dermot Son of Murchard underftanding their arrival, 
haftned to Banna, and joyfully received them. The next day 
they marched to Wexford, which after a fhort Siege was Sur- 
render’d to Dermot. Wexford thus taken, and Maurice Fitz-Gr- 
valid landing with-new Forces (for what relates not to the Danifb 
Affairs, we here omit) King. Dermot,..as was agreed, join’d 
them: with his» Forces. They then confulted of drawing their 
Forces: towards Dublin, which’ all agreeing to, they, marched 
thither, and had= the.

But the Saxons we 
know are-notorious for Fictions. Particularly this: whole Narration: 

In 
our Hiftorians who treat of thofe Antiquities, wefind mention 
fometimes of Gold, fometimes of Silver, given upon feveral occafions,| 
and fometimes of the weight alfo. So in the Yi/fer Annals in the 
year 1004 Brian Boruma, or Boro, King of Ireland, is faid to have 
come to Armagh attended with many of the Nobility, and having Hofta- 
ges deliver’d to him, he returned to Munjfer, having firft.offer’d at 
the Alter of S. Patrick in the Cathedral of Armagh, 20. ounces of. 
Gold. Likewife'in the year 1152, (as we find in the fame An- |’ 
nals). Térdelyac O-Gonner King, of Ireland, Confederate with Dermot 
King of Leznjfer, Melachlin of Meath, and Tigernac.of Brethny, 
March’d againft the people of Munjfer, then in Rebellion, it came. 
toa Battle at Monsmore or Monadmore, where thofe of Munjter were 
put to flight. with great flaughter, and their Leader gave Tirdel- 
vac for his Ranfom. 60. Ounces of Gold, 60 Bracelets, and a Gold 
Cap, call’d the Cap of Brian Boro. Likewife in the year 1157 or 
1158 
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the Abby Church of Melléfont being finifh’d by Gelafius, Arch- 
Bithop of Armagh, among other things gave 60 Ounces of Gold 
to the Monks , likewife Donatus O-Garoll (King of Ergail and 
Founder of the place) other 60 Ounces, and Dervorgilla Wife oi 
Tigernac O-Ruark as many more.

24. : In the 
year 1029,and 1042. Many fuch lke examples occur, .which I 
omit, but whether the Gold and Silver fo given were coin’d 
or not, is not certain. Let us.now hear what Gzraldus Cambren- 
fis (a) fays to this. There ave alfo (fays he) Mines of Divers Mettals, 
which by veafon of that idle difpofition of theirs ave no way improved to 
advantage ; for the Gold wlich, like the Spaniards, they fo much thirft 
after, brought im by the Traffick of the Danes. And that the Danes 
and the Antient Ivi/b themfelves had Gold before the coming of 
the Englifb, is not to be doubted.

There is likewife preferv’d among 
the Rarities of Sr. Simon D’Ews, an Antient Silver piece of Mo- 
ney Coin'd at Glonard in Meath, with this Infcription on the 
Reverfe; CIVITAS DE CLUNARD, but of what time it 
was I know not. And fo the Antient Romans usd to Coin 
foney in Britain. Of Money Coin’d in memory. of Conjftan- 
tine, ‘funior, infcrib’d with the Letters P. LOW. as being Coin’d 
in London, fee Camden, And as among the Antient Romans, fo 
among our Anceftors (as the fame Camden obferves in Wili{hire) 
‘Money ufed to be weighed and reckoned. But we proceed. 
From the latter times of Edm. I. till the Tenth of Edm. III. 1 
find nothing of this matter, but then (as appears in a Roll 
ut

of the end of thofe times) there was an Act of State for the 
Coining of half-pence and farthings in Ireland, That the Pound 
des mailles by weight of the Standard of the Exchange, fhall con- 
tain 21 fols, and the Pound of Sterlmg 21 fols: and 11 demers 
and the aforefaid Pound fball contain 16 Ounces of fine Silver, that 
is, 3 fols and 4 deniers. So 20 pence temper’d as abovefaid 
made an ounce, and 12 ounces a pound, which they call Troy: 
weight, and according to that. proportion, till the 18 year of the 
fame King, that is 1344, all the Crown-Rents by weight and num- 
ber were brought into the Exchequer; whereas (as Sir Robert Cotton 
well notes) by the various changes of the Standard made in follow- 
ling times, no more than 5 {fhillings is now allowed to. the ounce. 
Nor need we therefore wonder that prices of all things are now] 
treble to what they were in the time of Edward II. But as to the 
flate of the Exchequer of Ireland in the time of Edm. Ill. I cannot 
but note here the grofs error of Wal/mgham, who in the Hiftory of 
Rich. Il. in the year 1394, affirms, that Edm. III. received yearly 
out of Ireland 30000 pounds, whereas from the very Records 
of that time, yet extant, it is evident that not the third 
part of that, Summ was, paid yearly intoi the Exchequer. 

- In, the third: year. of Rich. IL. thatis in 1379, by Authority 
of Parliament. it was granted that every one in Ireland might 
dig for Mines of .Gold and Silver in the Lands belonging unto 
them, for the {pace of 6 Years, the ninth part to be referv’d 
to the King, .and the refidue to themfelves, to be converted 
into Veffels, or to be Coin’d in the Mint in .Dublin: Yet with 
prohibition of Tranfporting Gold or Silver, or Bullion into any 
other Countrey except Eigland, under pain of: Confifcation. 

In the times of Hen. IV.and Hen. V. I find nothing relating 
to this matter, but it appears that in the beginning of Hen. VI. 
36 pence made an Ounce of Silver. So Linwood, who writ in 
that time, in the Chapter, Item quiz Verb Gentum folidos. Here 
Solidus (fays he) .% takem. for 12 pence Englifh, 26 of which 
meigh one Ounce, whereas now fcarce 32 pence make an Ounce. But

In a Parliament held at Tram under Fohn Falbot Earl of 
Shremfoury, Wexford and Waterford, Lord ‘Lieutenant of Iye- 
land, in the month of am.

 |luted him, faying, Give us that Ifland fntuate m the Ocean, that we may 
[build 2 Monaflery there: The King anfwered, I have not feen, nor. heard 
 Awhat, nor how big that Ifland is, and therefore wall grve 1t to none, tll I 
know more of it. Then the divine power made the King fee the whole 
Ijland at a great diftance, and he knew what and how great it was, and 
gave the land Arn to the Saints, and S. Enna under. S. Albeus built a fa- 
mons Monaftery there, and by one Name the Ijland 1s called Arn. And that 
Wand is great, and the Ifland of Saints, becanfe none knows the number 
lof Saints that are there buryed, but God alone. Thus He: with whom 
agrees the writer of the life of S. Endeus, who likewife affirms that 
Darania Sifter of Endews was Wife to King Engus. But hear like-

For thus (2) Bede, In the mean time Colman who was Bifhop oj 
Scotland, leaving Britain, took with him all the Scots which he had ga-| 
thered together in the Ijland of Lindusfarn, and of the Englifh about 30, who 
were both infiruéted im the Studys of a Monafiick life, and leaving fomé 
Friers in his Church, be came firft to the Ifland Hu, where he dejign’d to 
Preach the word of God to the Englsfh, afterward he betook himfelf to a 
little Iftand on the Weft Coaft of Ireland, called in Scotch Inis-bo-find, the 
Ifland of the White Heifer, comzng thither, he Lutlt a Monafiery, and pla- 
ced Monks there, whom he brought from both Nations, &c. The Voyage 
of Colman to the Ifland of the White Heifer in the Annals of Tiger- 
nac (who flourifhed in the XI Century) is refer’d to the year 676, 
and there Colman dyed 9 years after, on the 8 of dug. On the fame 
Coaft appear Iniffurk and Clerey, whereifi heretofore {tood a Cell of 
the Abby of Kyockmoy, between thefe and the Continent are many 
little Iflands in the Bay of Borzfol, and next the two dk#ls, the greater 
and lefs, and that Rock more tothe Weftward, fo wellknown to Sea- 
men, called the Black Rock, and then Lniskea, and Davilan. 

We are now to vifit the Ifles of Wi/fer, and firft thofe that are 
reckon’d Parts of Tirconal,or,as we now {peak, of the County of Done- 
|gall. “And here, after fome fmiall Iflands which lye before the mouth 
Jof the River Fyn, and the Ports of Donegall and Calebeg, we meet 
fwith the Iflands called the North Arans, to diftinguifh them from 
ithe Avans before mention’d, near which are the Rocks called by 
}Searnen the Staggs, next Cladagh and more to the Eaft, Torre, 8 
{Miles from the Continent, a land fertil enough. But Inif-oen ( or 
the Ifland of Eugenzus) tho’ called an Ifland,is indeed a Peninfula,and 
joyned to the Continent by an Ifthmus, the great Ornament of 
which is London-derry, antiently called Derry and Daw-Calgaic. The 
next are Glaffedy and Srabul or Ints-Strabul, Rocky Iflands frequent- 
ed by the Porpoifes, that betake themfelves thither to fleep and 
|breed. Then the Skerres, and next Raghlin, which is part of the 
County of Antrim, diftant a league from the Continent, and is 
called by Pliny, Recnea, by Ptolomy, Ricina, and by Antoninus, Ridu- 
na ,but the Ih Hiftorians call it Recarn and Recrain. Tigernac fays, 
that in the year 634 0r 635, Segenius Abbot of Ja founded the Church 
of Recarn. And in the Annals of Z//ter at the year 794, mention 
is made of the burning and deftruétion of Recrain by the Gentiles. By 
whom, the Danes are to be underftood, fays Caradoc Lhancarvanen- 
fis, in his Chronicle of Wales, for the Danes (fays he) about this time 
having ravag’d the greateft part of Ireland, wafted Recrein allo.

Golman 
flourifh’d in the 6th Century, for he was born in the year 616, 
but when he died I do not find. Of this See thereis no mention 
(which is ftrange) in the aforefaid Book of Centius Camerarius, and 
"tis therefore probable that for fome Ages it had no Bp. of its own, 
and fome think that all that while it was comprehended in the 
Diocefs of Armagh, nor do I find that any Bifhop fat there, after 
the aforefaid Diftribution of Bifhopricks, till Gerard a Gifercian 
Monk of the Abby of Mellifont, who (as I have learn’d from the 
Records of the Tower of London) was elected, and had the Royal 
Affent on the 25 of April 1227. Many of the Bifhops of this See, 
after the 15#h Century, lived for the moft part in England, and 
but little here, by reafon of the poverty of their Church, particu- 
larly under Hen.TV. Richard Meffin a Carmelite, and his Succeffor 
one Fobn, likewife under Hen. V. Nicholas Warter a Minorite and 
David de Ghirbury a Garmelite, and under Hen. V1. Thomas Scroop or 
de Bradly a Carmelite likewife, and Thomas Radcliff. The former 
poverty of this See may be collected from an Epiftle of Ogtavianus}| - 
de Palatio Arch-Bifhop of Armagh to Hex. VIII, wherein he affirms 
that the yearly Revenue of this See did not amount to above 4o 
Marks Irifb Money, and this Money was then (as he there affirms) 
a third ‘part lefs in value then the Money called Sterling. And as 
the Bifhoprick was fmall, fo the Parifhes were few, being no more 
than 23. But thus much of the Churches of the Province of

ing Lands, viz. Beal-dulek, Rechen, Portrahern, with Towns, Cattel, 
aud. Gorn, and Gold and Silver fufficient to build the Church and the 
whole Court. ‘This Donatus, befide the body of the Church built} 
the collateral Structures, and rais’d from the Foundation the Chapel 
of St. Nicholas on the North fide, and that of S. Michael, which 
his Succeflor Richard Talbot fome Ages after erected into a Parochial.

The Church of S§.Laferian m Leghlin. 

Of the Province of Dubin, Leghlin only remains to be fpoken 
of, where the Cathedral was Conftituted by S. Lafertan or Molaifre, 
Son of Cazrel de Blitha. He is faid to have had his Education till 
his adult years, under S. Muri the Abbot, to whom his Mother, 
who was Daughter of a King of the Pzéts, committed him to be 
Inftructed.. He afterward went to Rome, where he lived 14 years, 
and there heard S.Gregory expounding the Holy Scriptures, by 
whom being ordain’d Prieft, he returned home. Soonafter he 
came to Leghlm, where S. Goban was then Abbot, who freely 
deliver’d up ‘his Abby to him, and built a Cell for himfelf and his 


vernment of S. Laferian, fays the writer of the Life of S. Muna, 
who farther affirms that a great Synod was held in the White Field, 
and a great Controverfy arofe between S. Lafertan and S.Munua,} 
about the Celebration of Eafter, whether on the Lord’s-day, or 
with the Hebrews, at the fourteenth Moon. But this Synod being 
held in the Month of March, 630, and concluded without the 
defired fuccefs, Laferian went again to Rome, where Pope Hono-

|vince of Dublin. Among the principal Benefactors of the Church 
‘of Leghlin, is reckon’d Burchard the Norwegian, Son of Gurmund, 
lof whom before. Some of the Bifhops alfo of this See were great 
Benefaftors, efpecially Donatus about the coming of Hen. II, and 
William fometime Arch-Deacon of Leghiin, who began to fit in the 
year 1227, or as others in 1229, and died in 1251. He likewife 
Confirm’d to the Burgeffes of Leghiin, the Lands and Privileges 
‘granted to them by Herlewin his Predeceffor. Nor among the Bene- 
factors are we to forget “fobu Mulgan Bp. under Hen.

The Church of S. Patrick in Cathel. 


T is not to be doubted, that after the Converfion of Eugus (Son 
of Nafthrac) King of Munfter, to Chriftianity by the Prea- 

ching of S. Patrick, the people of Cajbel were fometime {fubje& 
to the Jurifdiction of S. Albe and his Succeffors, whofe See was at 
Emly, 12 Miles from Cafhel: but who was the firft Bifhop of 
Gafbel is not eafie to determine. We have before fpoken at large 
of the Son of Cormac Gulinan, King and Bifhop of Cafhbel, and 
he is commonly thought to be either the Founder or Rebuilder of 
that Church. Before him there is very little Memory of the Bi- 
fhops of Gafhel. The Annals of the Priory of the Ifland of all 
Saints, fay that after the rebuilding of it, it was folemnly Con- 
fecrated, and a Synod held there in the year 1134. But about 
the time of the coming of the Englifb, Donald O Brian, King of 
Limerick, built a new Church from the Ground, and indowed it, 
converting the old Church of Cormac into a Chapel or Chapter- 
Houfe on the South-fide of the Choir. He likewife beftowed 
large Revenues on the See of Gzjfhel, to which his Son Donogh, 
firnamed Carbrac, gave others in Tuomond, and among the reft two 
Iflands called Sulleith and Kaifmacayl. This Donation was con- 
firm’d by King Fohn 6 Septemb. 1215. About 200 years after, Ry- 
chard Hedian Arch-Bifhop of Cafhel repair’d this Church that was 
declining with Age. He built likewife a Hall for the Vicars Cho- 
rals, to whom he gave the Lands called Grange-Connel and Thurli/- 
beg. The Church it felf fituate without the City, is fortified with 
a Rocky and fteep Hill, but by reafon of the height of its fituation 
too much expos’d tothe winds. In the Afcent to it, I remember 
to have feen a great Stone, at which (as isthe Tradition of the 
Inhabitants) every new King of Munfler was publickly pro- 
claim’d. There is likewife another Gafhel, called Caffel-ivra, in 
Conaght, whofe firft Bifhop.was S. Bron, who died in the year 
512, which I thought fit to mention here, becaufe fome have 
thought that this Bron was Bifhop of Cafhel in Munfter.

He adds, That Colman 
lived with him for fome years, and was fiudious in the holy Scriptures, 
with Watching, Eafting, and Prayer,and that St. dlbe was made Arch: 
Bifhop of all Munfler : the Writer of the Life of St. Declan, as yet 
(I think ) unpublifh’d, exprefly affirms thus : $+. Patrick, $+. Albe, 
‘and St. Declan, aed many other Saints, his difciples, being together in 
the City Cafhel, with King Engufe, they ordain’d many things of Chri- 
flian Difcipline , and there King Engule, and St. Patrick, mith all the 
people, eftablifh’d the Archiepifcopal Seat of Munfter in the Gity and 
See of St. Albe (who was then Ordain’d Arch-Bifhop by them) for ever. 
The Writer alfo of the Life of St. Ale informs us, that when 
St. Albe had heard that Patrick had Converted Engufe, Son of Ne- 
frich, King of Muntfter, to the Faith, and was with him in the City of 
Cathel, he came to falute them. And the King and Patrick rejoyced at 
the coming of Albe, and he rejoyc’d to fee them. And there §. Albe took 
Patrick for bis Mafter, for he was very humble. Then King Engufe and 
Patrick ordain’d that the Arch-Bifboprick of Munfter fhould be ihe City 
of St. Albe. In what time St. Albe began to Preach the Gofpel in 
| Ireland, is doubted. Some fay that he labour’d\in that work, and 
converted many, before the coming of St. Patrick into Ireland: but 
{I rather adhere to their Opinion, who think he was later than St. 
Patrick. See what we have obferv’d in our Annotations on the 
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Prieft by St. Patrick, as Tirechan, an ancient Writer tells us, Like- 
wife out of the aforefaid Life of St. Albe, we underftand that he 
was a Boy, and Baptiz’d by him, when Palludius was fent into Ire- 
land by Pope Geleffzn, whichwas in the year 431, no more than one 
year before St. Patrick, as the learned well know. This fo greata 
Man, died very old, but with entire ftrength of mind and body, 
12 Septemb. 527, or, as fome will have it, in 541, and was Buried 
in his Church at Emly. The Hifer Annals fay that Emly was plun- 
der’d, and the Miter of St. Alle preferv’d there for many Ages, 
burnt by Thieves in the year 1123. Melmorda was then Bifhop 
of this See, who efcapd by flight. 120 years after, Chriffianus 
one of his Succefiors (for before him I find nothing, to this pur- 
pofe) took much care in the repair of it, he died in 1249. Thomas 
Hurley, who was Bifhop in the Reign of Hen. VIII, erected I know 
not what Colledge at Emly. .

jgaid, King of Conaght, then newly converted to the faith. Some tho’ 
with lefs probability, confound him with that Mancherus whom 
the Wl/ter Annals call Abbot of Mene-drochit, who they fay died in 
the year 651 or 652. The memory of the death of this Manchenus 
is defign’d under the name of Manicheus the wife Ivifh Man, in 
the Books de Mirabilibus Scripture, by fome falfely afcrib’d to St. 
Augufiin. The Name doth not much difagree, and the time agrees} 
well. . The Feftival of St. Manchin of Limerick is on the firtt of 
Fannary. After Munchin, the moft famous among the Bifhops of 
{this See, was Galle or Gilbert the Popes Legate in Ireland, of whom 
we have a little book extant de Statu Ecclefie, writ about the year 
1130. But I return to the Cathedral of Limerick ,to which about 
the beginning of the 13th. Century, Donagh O Brian Bifhop of the 
place, was a great Benefactor. Among other things, heaffign’d Pre- 
_|bends to the Dean and Chapter, and made fome Conftitutions con- 
tcerning the Liturgy of this Church, and the Privileges of the Ca- 
lnons. And he it was likewife (if I miftake not) who erected the 
Deanery and Chapter. And as he was illuftrious by birth, fo was 
the more by his Prudence, Liberality and Learning. King Yobn 
limploy’d him much in his affairs in Ireland, and he difcharg’d the 
ttruft repofed in him with fo much care and fidelity, that he wrought 
‘thimfelf greatly into the ing’s favour. The number of the Pre- 
bends was afterward augmented by Hubert de Burgo Bifhop of Lz- 
mevick , who died 14 Septemb. 1250. His next fucceflor Kobert de 
Imelac appropiated to the Deanrey, the icclefiaftick Benefices of Car- 
narthy avd Rathfiward, as I findin the Regifter of the Church 
of Limerick.

To this belongs the Charter granted by the forefaid 
Donald. About the year 1194, to Briticus Bilhop of Limerick, Dom- 
nald King of Lumneach to all the faithful of God, both prefent and to 
come, Greeting, Know all, that I have grvento Briticus Bzfhop of Lum-| 
‘neach and his Succeffors,and to the Clergy of St. Marys of Lumneach, 2 
free and perpetual Alms the land of Imurgran and the land of Ivam- 
nacham, from the Arch of Imungran to the land of Imalin, and from 
the ford of Ceinu, to the River Sinan, with all its Appurtenances: And im 
Confirmation hereof I fet my Seal, Witne{s Mathew Arch-Bifhop of Cath- 
el, and Ruadri ua Gradei. The greateft part of the City is furround. 
ed by the Shenon in a divided ftream, the chief River of Ireland, by 
Ptolomy called Senus, of which Alexander Nechamus, | 
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Fluminibus magnis latatur Hibernia, Sineus, 
Inter Connatiam Momoniamque fluit: 
Tranfit per muros Limerict, Knock-Patric slum 
' Oceani clanfum fub ditione videt. 


The Gity is defended with a Caftle fortify’d with great Guns, 
and a ftrong Wall, efpecially where it is not defended by the Ri- 
ver. Some interpret Lunmeach a plac bare by the feeding of hor- 
fes. How true I know not. 


: Trinity Church m Waterford. 

The Danes of Waterford having embraced Chriftianity, thought 
fit to have a Bifhop in their City, and therefore made choice of one 
Malchus, an honeft man, fome time a Benedétene Monk of Wache-} 
fler in England, and fent him to receive his Confecration from An- 
felm Arch-Bifhop of Canterbury in the year 1096. A Copy of the 
Letters writ in his behalf is extant in Ladmerus. Malchus after his} 
onfecration returning to Waterford, the Danes and he together 
built this Cathedral. It was afterward indowed by King Fobn, | 
about the beginning of the 13th. Century, at which time like- 
wife (I think) the Church of Waterford had its firft Dean. The Pof- 
(effions of the Dean and Canons particularily exprefs’d, were con- 
firm’d by Pope Innocent III. as we find in his Epiftles Publifhed by 
Franc. Bofquetus in 1635. The Choir was arched by Nicholas Comin 
Bifhop, and Robert Lombard Dean, in 1522. The Dean and Chap- 
ter of this Church in the year 1463, obtain’d from King Edm. IV 
for the Augmentation of divine worfhip there are the words of the Char- 
ter) a power of purchafing lands to the Value of 100. Marks per 
ann. Hitherto of the Crthedral, which as it ows its original to the} 
Danes, fo the City of Waterford it felf, fituate on the South fide of 
the moft noble River Suzre, is defervedly to be efteem’d the moft 
eminent in Ireland, for Wealth and Trade, and the Conveniency of 
the Harbour. The Original of the name is exotick, and denotes a 
paflage of a River by the Jrih it is called Portlargz. 


The Church of 8. Carthag m Lifmore. 

S. Carthag commonly called Mochudu, born in Munfter,was at firft 
Abbot of the famous Abby of Ratheny, where he govern’d 40 years, 
and being driven from thence by King Blathmac, he was made the 
firft Bifhop of Lifmore. He built the Cathedral there, and a famous 
School, where many of old, profefs’d the true Philofophy. He 
died after many teftimonys of his fanctity, 14 May 638. and was 
buried in his Church at Li/more, which fignifys a great Inclofure. 
The School of Ls/more was for a time govern’d by St. Catald, af. 
terward Bithop of Tareutum in Italy, and men flocked thither in grea 
numbers from far and near, fays Barthol. Moron in his life, and the 
fame we find likewife in the office of Catald. But from hence we 
may collec, ‘that Catald. flourifhed not in the year 170, as Moron 
jays; nor in the beginning of the fixth Century, as Alexander ab A

lexandro and -Anthonius Caracciolus think, but about the middle of 
the feventh, after St. Garthag founder‘of the School of Lifmove.

The Church of St. Colman in Cloin. 

That Colman, Son of Lenin, a Difciple of St. Finbarr, a learned 
and pious man, was Founder and firft Bifhop of Cloim. Mention is 
made of the Building of it in the life: of St. Brendan, Abbot of 
Glonfert, in thefe words: Thzs Colman, Son of Lenin, was for Learn- 
ing and a good Life, chief among the Saints. He Founded the Ghurch| 
of Cloin, which 1s at this day the Cathedral, and famous in thofe parts| 
of Munfter. He flourifh’d in the 6th Century, and died in the 
year.604: This See being vacant by the death of Adam Pzy or 
Py, in. the year 1430, Pope Marti V gaveit to Forden, Chancellor} 
of Limerick ; and this ‘Fordan not long after, namely, after the death 
of Milo, ‘Bilhop of Cork, obtain’d a real Union of both Sees. Clon! 
fignifies in Irjh a hiding place. This See in the antient Roman|

Brendan, Abbot of Clonfert,as we find in the life of the fame 
Brendan; a Learned and Pious Man, he died old 26 Decemb. but 
what year I do notfind.

Some fay that this 4fcus was a Goldfmith, and by 
his Art adorn’d the Church with Monuments of excellent Work- 
inanfhip. After many Centurys, and not long after the coming 
of the Englifb, the See of Rofcoman being tranflated hither, this See 
of Elphin was very much inriched, and indow’d with large pof- 
feffions.. When <Ardcarn, Drumclive, and. other Sees of lefs note 
were united to this, I confefs I know not ; but it is probable that 
it was before the coming of the Enghjh. Their names are not in 
the diftribution made in the year 1152, rior (which is ftrange) the 
See of Elphin it felf.. From whence I cannot but think, that it was 
at that time, namely, before the faid tranflation, united to the See 
of ‘Rofcoman. .

To this belong thefe two Canons in the forefaid Book of 
66 Titles, afcrib’d to S. Patrick, If any requive the Redemption of a 
Captive, without permiffion of the Abbot, he deferves Excommunication. 
Alfo, zf any have Permiffion from the Bifhop, and the price of the Cap- 
tive be Collected, he fhall not exatt move than is needful , if any thing 
remain over and above, it fhall be depofited upon the Altar, and zmployd} 
to the ufe of the Poor and Prifoners. Of any. Cuftome or Form of] 
Manumiffion of Captives or Servants among the Antient Iri/b, I do] 
not find any mention. Nor do I know whether we may have any 
light therein from thofe various Forms of Manumiffion ufed a- 
mong the Antient Eranks, as by a Penny thrown down before the 
King, or in his abfence, before any of the Nobility, or by a Char- 
ter in the Church, before the Priefts and the Altar, or by a pri- 
vate Epiftle. : 

Befide thefe Servants, there were others whom they called V4zl- 
Jains , from whence the Lands granted to them, were faid to be 
granted in Villanage. Thefe were Lay-men belonging to the Ma- 
nour or Glebe, and were counted as parts of that Farm or Inhe- 
ritance. ~So we find in the Black Book of Chrift-Church in Dub- 
Jin, where the Lands granted by King Sttricus to that Church,} 
are faid.to be granted cum Villanis, Vaccis €s Bladis, with the Villains, 
Gattle and Gorn. The fame likewife we find in a Charter of Der- 
_mot King of Leinfter, granted not long before the coming of the 











Inthe nameof the Holy and Individual Trinity, Father Son and Holy 
Spirit, I Dermot King of Leinfter for the Love of God, and Salvats- 
lon of my ort Soul, have given and deliver’d to my Spiritual Father and

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and Benignus Abbot of Glendelach, Enna my Son, Felan Mac-Feo- 
tain, D.Mac-Gillacolmoc, Ethmarehac and Aralt Sons of Torcail, 
G. Mac-Gunnar, and many others. So the Regifter, Fol. 45. Thefe 
Villains were the fame with thofe called by fome Natives, or Ori- 
ginavys, or Original Inbabitants, and fometimes Betagiz. Of thofe 
Betagii we find mention in an Antient Regifter called Crede mihi, 
belonging to the Arch-Bifhop of Dublin, in Two Bulls of Pope “r- 
dan VV. and alfo in the Black Book of the Church of Lifmore; 
from whence, before that Book was burnt, this that follows was 
taken. It is to be noted that every Caruc of the Betagit ought every 
year to Plough for the Lord (the Bifbop) one Acre at the Seafon o, 
Wheat, and one Acre at the Seafon of Oats, &c. Likewife the Betagii 
ought to draw home the Corn of thew Lord. Where the Betagii are 
diftinguith’d from the Tenants. Likewife ina Charter of Edm. II. 
dated the 14 of May,in the gth of his Reign,and of our Lord 1316, 
by which he made Yobn Son of Thomas, Earl of Kildare, he gave 
him the Caftle and Town of Kildare, together with the fervices of 
the Free-holders, Farmers and Betagys, &c. Men of this fervile Condi- 
tion were not permitted to bear any Military Imployment, and af- 
ter the old way of the Heroick Ages, as * Vargz/ thews,

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| CHAP. XXXI. 
Of the Antient ways of Proofs and Purgations among the Irifh after’ 
their Converfion to Chrifizantty. 


“He Ufual Way of Purgation among the Ivifh when they had 

embraced Chriftianity, was by Oath, with a folemn laying. 
hands on the Evangelifts, or a reception of the Eucharift. This 
we learn from an ancient Canon of St.Patrick , Intituled,Of the Gou- 
vention between two without Witnefs, It s Decreed, that what is to be pro 
wed fhall be attefted upon the holy Evangelifts, before the Gommunior, 
and then the matter {hull be left to the Judge. But feveral other kinds 
are related by Authors of the middle Ages, particularly by Vene- 
rable Bede, in his Martyrology, {peaking of St. Bridget, among the 
Scots (Lays he) the Usrgin St. Bridget, whofe Life was eminent for Mi 
vacles, who when fhe touch’d the Wood of the Altar in teftimony of her Vir- 
ginity, it grew green and flourifbed. ‘The fame is related by Cogitofus, 
elder than Bede, in the life of the fame Brzdget. The following Ca | 
non of a Synod of St. Patrick, Auxslivs and Ifferninus, relates to the 
prohibiting of the Trial by Duel in Clerks. If a Clerk become bound for a 
man that . an Infidel, in any fum, and if it fhall happen (which w no won. 
Ider). that this Infidel-by bis Craft deceive the Clerk, that Glerk {ball pa 
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the Debt: for if he enter the Combat with him, he with be Jufily adiudg’d 
to-be as one out of the Church. After the coming of the Englifh in| 
tome folemn Trials of Right: the Duel was, tho’ feldom allowed | 
of. And fuch a Duel we find mention’d by Yobu Clyn in his Annals 
at the year 1284.Geofry de St. Leodegario Bifbop of Offory,recover'd 
by Duel the Manour of Seir-keran,; the Champion of the Bifhop 
(for fo I underftand it) fummon’d by a Writ of Right, overcoming 
the Champion of his Adverfary. Likewife, ten years after, in 
that tharp Conteft between Wslliam de Vefcy, not long before Juftice 
of Ireland, and fohn Fitz Thomas, afterward Earl of Kildare, where} 
Vefey was accus’d of Treafon, before William de la Hay Keeper of 
the Office of Chief Juftice of Ireland. Vefcy offer’d to defend his 
Caufe by Duel, which his Adverfary accepted. After fome ufual 
Ceremonys, the day was appointed in England , but Vefcy before 
the time convey’d himfelf privately away, whereupon the King 
gave his Lands in Ireland to the faid fohn. But thefe two examples 
are Modern. There was alfo another kind of Trial received -in 
the ancient Laws, called Ordeal, which was perform’d either by 
Red-hot-lron, Hot or Gold Water. Gullbert or Gille, Bifhop of Limerick, 
who flourithed in the year 1130, in his Book De Statu Ecclefie; 
Among other things which the Bifhop us’d to Confecrate, reckons 
the Fudicral Eure, from whence it feems probable that the Iri/b here- 
tofore had that kind of Tryal in ufe among them. Particularly, 
Saxo Grammaticus in the Life of Nicholas the 81 King of the Danes, 
relates that Harald,an Iri{h Man-by birth, underwent the Judgement 
of hot Iron with his bare Feet, and was not burnt. But thefe laft 
Tryals by Duel and Fire Ordeal are forbidden by the Canons, and 
highly inveigh’d againft by the Divines. That of Etre Ordeal is 
_flong fince extiné, and the other by Degrees is grown out of ufe. 

The laft ill Cuftom to be fpoken of (which I had almoft forgot) 
ufed among them, was that of Swearing before the Brehons, in any 
matter in debate, by the Head, Hands, Life or Health of their 
Lord or Prince: which ufe is certainly Ethnick in its Original, and] 
feems to be derived from the Egyptzans: as we may imply from the 
Oath of Fofeph, {wearing by the Life of Pharaoh: The like cuftom 
of Swearing by the Life and Fortune of Cafar, was among the Anci- 
Jent Romans, fays Dio, Lib. 45 and 57. It is certain likewife that the 
like wasin ufe among the Chriftians both of the Eaft and Weft for 
fome agesafter. And in Ireland it continued longer than in other 
places. But was there at laft prohibited.

HE learned well’ know, that. Antiently among the Gentiles 
of Greece, Italy,Germany, Gaul, Britain and elfewhere, there 
was twoikinds of Sepulture, vz. Interring and Burning. Nor 


need we doubt, that the like Rites were obferved.among the ‘te 
! en 
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3 ent irtjh betore they embraced Chriftianity, more efpecially fince 
tt'S certain that the Druids were their Friefts and Law-givers. 
‘And that the Draids burnt and interr’d their Dead, is °éx: 





(2) Geograpt| prefsly affrm’d by (2) Pomponius Mela,nor were the Exequys of ‘the 
| lib. 3 Danes in Ireland much different while they were Heathens. For in 6tir 


time in the year 1646, while they were working the Line of Fortifi-] 
cation in the Eaftern Suburbs of Dadimn, an antient Sepulcher was 
digg’d up, it lay South- Weft and North-Eaft, and was built of eight 
Marble Stones, whereof two covered, and the reft fupported it. It 
was in length 6 foot and 2 inches, and in bredth three foot and 
one inch, the thicknefs of the Stones was three inches. At each 
corner was erected a Stone of 4 foot high, and hard by at the 
South-Weft-end another in form of a Pyramis of 6 foot high, 
but of rude work, and of that kind of Stone which we call a Mill- 
‘Stone. See fig. 12. | 

In the Sepulcher was found a great quantity of coals, afhes and 
bones of Men, fome burn’d, fome half burnt; a work, as is beleiv’d, 
of the Danes, built in memory of fome of their Nobility, before 
they were Chriftians. The manner of burning the Dead, and

“We omit here thofe Circles or round Fortifications commonly }: 
called Danes Raths, whereot many are to be feen in Ireland, the

| Yet it is not to. be omitted that fome round Hills are found, the: 
inner parts whereof are formed into Chambers, and ferved the Da- 
|nifh Princes of old for houfes. And fuch is that Hill at Sligo in

of Manners in many things from the Gauct and Menapi, who 
planted in Ireland, and others likewife from the Gauls, particu- 
larly, their Feafts at Funerals. And this is what I had to fay of 
the Funerals, Sepulchers and Caves of the Antient Jy/b.

In this fame Parliament, took well the Plots of certain feditious Per-

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Laftly, among other Acts, Gerald Earl of Kildare and Fame Fitz 


Thomas Gerald the Earls Brother (as I take it,) whom we have already | 


mentioned , and many more of the Geraldines and their partakers were 


declared Traytors; alfo the Earl himfelt was by Poyzings commanded, - 


apprehended, and fent to Droghedah, and was foon after fent Prifoner for 
England : but the event hapned beyond expectation; for he was at 
length approved of by the King, and reftored to all his Right, wich fhall 
more opportunely appear in its due time. , 

The Parliament being not yet diflolved, the Deputy undertook ano- 
ther Expedition againft the Rebels ; but even at that time, by reafon 
ofthe Woods and Boggs unto which they fled, he reaped not his ex- 
pected Fruit; in the mean time before his departure he committed a 
certain Authority to Dea# then Chancellor in his abfence, to continue 
the Parliament , as alfo adjourn, prorogue and diffolve the fame. The 
Statutes of this Parliament ( which is noted by the by) are written in 
Englife , whereas the Laws of former Parliaments were done in the old 
French tongue, and digefted into Rolls. 

About that time the Military Fraternity of St. George ceafed, which 
was by Act of Parliament in December 1479. under Edward the 4th. efta- 
blifhed, for the Defence of the Counties of Dublin, Kildare, Meath and 
Lowth. This Society confifted of thirteen principal men, who yearly at 
Dubliz, on St. Georges day, chofe a Captain or Leader out of the above

But 
when Perkin after his arrival in Afunfter had there alfo failed of his hope, 
and likewife juftly fearing an imminent tempeft from the Kings Miniftets, 
he did, by the advice of his abettors, fet fail for Scotland to demand Aid 
of King James the 4th. ‘There he was decently attended, being very ho- 
noutably received by him, as if he were the ttue Duke of York; and, 
which is to be wondred at, not long after, by the Kings Affent, he mar- 
ried the Lady Catherine Gordon Daughtet to Alexander Earl of Huntley, | 
being a Virgin and in the flower of her age, both fairand modeft, and | 
allied to the King himfelf. : | 

Some do report that the King of Scotland, who bore no good will to 
Flenry the 77h. did lay hold on this proffered occafion to proclaim Wars 
again{t him, being alfo edged on by private Letters from Maximilian 
the Emperor, Charles King of France, and Margaret the Dutchefs Dowa-

Nor was he altogether out of fome hopes from Ireland; Perkins there- 
fore’ (under the feigned name of Richard Duke of Tork) writ to Maurice 
Earl of Defmond, in which: he earneftly entreated him to ferfd him Aid 
into Scotland, for the recovery of his.

for the Earl (by what reafons induced I know not) yet fent to him no 
help. . :

| Bout this time a Treaty of Peace was fet on foot between our 
A King Hfenry and Fames the 4th. King of Scotland; King Henry 
“= among other things urged by Letters, that Perkin might be de- 
livered up into his hands; becaufe he was an Impoftor, and by the Law 
{of Nations not to be protected; but King Fames refufed to do it; 
faying, that he was no competent Judge, to queftion his Title whom 
he had received as a banifhed Prince : however , being defirous of a 
League, if ic might be done on equal terms, and withal perceiving that 
Perkin was the greateft impediment to the Peace, he at laft defired him 
to pafs over into fome other Kingdom, ‘becaufe he had refolved to renew 
the League with the King of England; notwithf{tanding he promifed to 
fupply him with Monies, and all other things neceflary for his Voy- 
age. : 
Perkin left no ftone unturned to dehort the King trom his purpofe , 
but finding a deaf ear to be given him, and feeing no ways to prevail, he 
foon after fuppreffing his inward Grief prepared himfelf for his new Voy- 
age , and fhipping himfelf with his Wife and Family ; he failed towards 
Ireland, and his late Felicity vanifhed like a dream. He again arrived 
at Corke on the 26¢h. of Fuly, where fome out of Affection, others for 
defire of Change, flocked unto him; among whom, as fome do report, 
was Maurice Earl of Defmond : foon after the Mayor and Citizens of 
Waterford did both by Letters and a Meffenger fignifie unto King Henry 
the arrival of this mock Prince, with a Difcovery of the Confpirators; 
and as heretofore they manfully and wifely behaved themfelves againft 
Lambert, fo now they did the fame againft Perkin; by which act they 
defervedly flourifhed in the Kings Favour, and received many ae 
F 2 : a) 
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%n. Dom. |of him: Nor did it at that time misbecome them to haye this Motto, 
1497 |Waterford remains untainted. But to return to Perkin, he after a month 
"Vv | or two received Letters by Meflengers, advertifing him, that although 
the Cornifb-men had received a great defeat the Fue afore by the Kings 
Forces ina Battel at Black Heath in Kent, yet notwithftanding they were 
again refolved ta hazard the Die of War, and in cafe he were not want- 
ing to himfelf, and that he would repair unto them, they would furnifh 
him with Auxiliary Forces to recover his Right. This bufinefs he inftant- 
ly communicated to his Friends , and by their advife, with all poffible 
{peed, in the Month of September, he with his Wite and a few Souldiers, 
not exceeding 120 Men, pafled over for Cormwal/, the Citizens of Wa- 
terford chafing him with four Ships , but Fortune favouring not their At- 
tempts. He that is defirous to be further informed of Perkin, that Prince 
of Knaves (as King Hfeary was wont to call him) may read the Exglifh 
Chronicles , where he is {poken of at large. It may feem fufficient here 
to mention, that after the Relief of Exeter, by the approach of the 
Kings Army, which Perkix by the affiftance of the Cornifh-men had 
Mtraightly beleaguered, he fled, and took fanctuary in the Abbey of Bel- 
lew in Hlamp}bire ; he came out from thence and fubmitted himfelf to the 
Kings Mercy ; he was afterwards brought Prifoner to London, and after 
a fecond flight was retaken, and in fome fcorn led through the City, pub- 
lickly reading over the whole courfe of his Life and his Confeffion, fuch 
as it was, which he had fubfcribed with his own hand. But at length, 
after he had obtained his Pardon, he fell to plotting new devices, which 
coft him his Head , as we {hall mention in its due place: the King com- 
| manded the faid Confeffion to be printed; but not the leaft mention was 
made therein of the Dutchefs of Burgundy, whichis to. be admired ar, 
efpecially, it being a thing well known to the King, that thefe Troubles 
were ftirred up by the Villainies and Forgeries of the Dutchefs : but this 
is attributed to the Kings Wifdom , who. by that means hoped to oblige

Polydor Virgil affirms. this Province to be committed 
to Surrey chiefly by the means of Woo/fey , and more out of hatred to 
Kildare than love to the Earl of Surrey, This year Fames Mahonides, or 
‘Mabon, departed this life, a little before Chriftmas ; he was Bifhop of Der- 
ry, and Prior Commendatory of the Abbey of St. Peter and St. Paul de 
' Knock (or of the Kuock) near Lowth. On the 9th. of January following 
John Imurily Bilhop of Rofs, already mentioned, gave up the Ghoft, in 
ithe Habit of a Francifcan Friar, and lies buried in the Abbey of the Fri- 
lars Minors of Zemalagy. A certain perfon called Bosaventure fucceeded 
him, and unto fames, Roderick, or Rory, O-Donell, who was Dean of Ra-

Duke of Buckingham. As foon as he took the Government upon him, 


on Whitfunday he had notice of the approach of Con Q Neal Lord of 
Tir Oen, hoping by his unexpected arrival to deftroy the County of 


Meath, wholly unprovided of Defence. The Lord Lieutenant did refo- 
lutely intend to meet him with a gallant Courage, knowing tt available 
to heighten the efteem of his firft undertakings. He had then with him 


one hundred of the Kings Guard, (which he brought with him out of 


England) befides one thoufand Horfe and Foot. With thefe and the 
choice Flower of the Citizens of Dublin (and perhaps with fome others 
gathered up in hafte out of the neighbouring County) he marched againft 
O Neal, But at his arrival at S/ane in Meath, he had intelligence that 0- 
Neal, hearing him to be in Arms, became Creft-fallen, being fled with his 


men to the Faftnefles of @//er, Surrey fuppofing it not fafe at that 
| : 2 time 
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time to proceed any further againft the Enemy, ( who fled into the Woods | 
and Boggs,) chiefly becaufe his Victuals grew fcant ; wherefore by the 





ladvice of a Council of War he returned to Dublin. O Neal defpairing, and | 


diftrufting his Men, and doubting the event of thefe things, he foon after 
(by Letters) in a fubmiffive manner craved Pardon of the new Lord 
Lieutenant, promifing for the future to do His Majefty faithful Service, if | 
he might be received into favour, or on condition to be received into fa- | 


vour. ‘The Earl of Surrey granted his Requeft, deeming it to be for the | 
good of the Common-wealth, as the cafe ftood then. Paulus Fovius (fol- | 
lowing I know not what uncertain report) relates, that Con or Conatius | 
O Neal (whom he terms Prince of @///er) had four thoufand Horfe and | 
thrice as many Foot in his Army, and that he was at laft by the Gifts | 
and Induftry of Howard reduced to Friendfhip, demeaninig hirafelf peace- 
ably to King Henry. But I follow our own Writers, who frankly affirm, | 
that O Neal difirafting his Forces, and hoping for Pardon, did humbly | 
fubmit himfelf. 

In thofe days Maurice the Son of Thomas (of whom I have already 
{poken) was cruelly murthered by the O Moores, in Lezx; but the caufe 
thereof I know not. About the fame time, another of the fame Name, 
that O Neal to wit, the Earl of Defmond, departed this life, his Son fames 
afluming his Honour. 

A few days after, by Surreys endeavours, the Earls of Ormond and | 


| Defmond were reconciled together at Waterford, where they both met, 


giving their Bonds and Pledges to perform Conditions. In the month 
of October the Lord Lieutenant roundly charged the O Birnes, being near 
Neighbours unto Dzé/iz, and rebelling at that time : he routed this pil- 
laping crew, and drove them into their Géyznves. In other parts of Lein- 


| er all was quiet : but Corn and Provifions began to grow dear, by rea- 


fon of the wet Summer. At this time the Lord Lieutenant disbanded 
fifty Horfe, under the Command of Sir Fohx Bulmer Knight , being no 
way ferviceable for the Wars. Bulmer himfelf (by reafon of ficknefs) had 
leave to go for England. In the interim of thefe affairs, the Earl of X7/- 
dare efpoufed a fecond Wife in England, Elizabeth Grey, Daughter to 
Thomas Grey Marquefs of Dorfer. This Marriage did afterwards very 
much advance and promote Kildares affairs , acquiring thereby great 
Friends at Court. The Earl had by this Wife two Sons, befides Daugh- 
ters, Gerald and Edward, the former, by the Bounty of Queen Mary, fuc- 
ceeded in the Earldom. or |

WN the 42h. of Fune the Earl of Surrey fummoned a Parliament at 
i. Dublin,in which it was enacted, that the malicious burning of Corn 
fhould be High Treafon. ‘Tranfportation of Wool was likewife | 


prohibited, upon pain of Forfeiture double the value thereof: and other 
Laws were eftablifhed fit for the times. On the 22zh. of March follow- 
ing this Parliament was diflolved. : 

We have already fpoken of the Death of Maurice the Son of Thomas, 
who was flain by the O Moores in Leix. To revenge whofe Death, the 
Earl went this year with fome Forces into Leix, to whom flocked nota 
few of the Exglifb Nobility and Gentry, and amongft them Thomas Trew, 
Mayor of the City'of Dadéin, with an armed Band, or Company, of the 
Citizens. ce ee ) 

In this Expedition,whilft the Earl deftroyed Leix with Fire and Sword, 
a Bullet difcharged out of a Mufquet hit the Earls Helmet, but by Gods 
great mercy without any hurt, or detriment. The Gunner, who out of 
the next Weod fhot at him, was immediately taken and flain. 

At this time O Coaxor, O Caro, and other Jr7/h Natives made a League 
with joint Forces to invade the Engli/h Territories. Surrey having no- 
tice of their Confultations, on the 9rh. of Fuly he with his Forces ad- 
vanced his Colours towards Ofaly. Many of the Leznfter Nobility of

On the oth. of Fanuary Oliver Cantwell, being very aged, and of the 
Order of the Friars Preachers and .Bifhop of Offory, died; to whom Miles 
Baron, alias Fitz Gerald, was defigned Succefior: he was Prior of St. Co- 
lumbs Abbey de Iniftiock in the County of Kilkenny; which Priory he 
held as it were by Difpenfation till the Suppreffion of the Abbeys, at 
which time he by his Charter made it over to Henry the Eighth. Thefe 
things paffed at home.

IR Peter (or Pierce) Batler, who hitherto enjoyed the Honour and 
S Title of Earl of Ormond, was on the 23th. of February at Windfor , 
by a new Title of Honour, created Earl of Ofory. The King after- 
wards transferred the former Title of Earl of Ormond on Thomas Bolen Vit. 
count Rochfort, who was foon after his Father in Law, born of Margaret, 
the other Heir of Zhomas Butler late Earl of Ormond. But foon after Bolen, 
| by reafon of his Childrens misfortunes, died ; and Offory was reftored to 
his antient Honour, viz. on the 227h. of February 1537. (according to 
the Englifh account, on the 25¢h. of March, on which the New year. be- 
gins.) And the fame Honour was afterwards by Law confirmed, atthe 
entreaty of Fames Earl of Ormond, ina Parliament under Sz. Leger, be- 
gun at Dublin on the 13th. of Fume 1541.

As foon as the King had notice of this Rebellion, he again made Sir 
Wiliam Skefington Lord Deputy ot Zreland, an Army being appointed 
him to quell the Gera/dines and their Abettors; for in extremities middle 
courfes are to be laid afide. Cromer Archbifhop of Armagh was thenremov’d 
from the Chancellorfhip, in whofe ftead Fohn Barnewall Baron of Trimle- 
Stone was fubftituted. About which time alfo Patrick Finglafs, Chief Ba-

And foon after he gave him to Wife his Neece Margaret a Maid, 
Daughter to Margaret his eldeft Sifter : She was in the flower of her age, 
being a beautiful and modeft Lady. At this'time the King difpatched him 
with Letters for Jre/and, to the Lord Deputy Séntleger , that an Army 
fhould be raifed for him there, to be fent for Scotland, in order to the 
Recovery ef his antient Patrimony.

During thefe paflages, on the twenty eighth of October, Fames Butler, 
Earl of Ormond and Offory, High Treafurer of Zreland, died in the flower 


, of his age, in Alolborne, in the Suburbs of the City of London; fome fay 


he died of Poifon which was mixed with his Mear, in a Feaft made to 
him by his Servants. fames White Steward of his Houfhold and fixteen 
more of his Servants perifhed at that time of the fame kind of death. 
The Earl was buried at London, among his Anceftors, in the Hofpital 
Church of St. Thomas of Acres. But his Heart, according to his com- 
mand, was carried to Xilkenxy in Ireland, and there laid up in the Ca- 
thedral Church of St. Canicks. He was.a perfon of untainted Fidelity 
towards his Prince. His Son Thomas, being {carce twelve ycars of age, 
fucceeded him in the Honour ; he was afterwards by Queen Elizabeth 
(after the death of James Earl of Defmond) made High Treafurer of 
Ireland in the firft year of her Reign, which Imployment he lreld during 
his life, and maintained the Place committed unto him by his Anceftors 
with great Splendor and much Faithfulnefs. , 

But now to haften to the end of thefe Annals: About the beginning 
of December King Herry for a long time abounding with Fatnefs, and 
troubled with fore Feet, occafioned by the obftructed :paffage of his im- 
poftumated Thigh, he fell into a Feaver, which, increafing by degrees, 
did at laft bring him to his end, at Weflminfter on the 28th. of Fanuary 
following, when he had reigned thirty feven years, nife months and fix 
days, having lived fifty five years, feven months and fix days. His 
Body (after the Funeral Solemnities were paft) was on the 15th. of Fe-| 
bruary intombed at Windfor in a Monument of folid Braf, not fully fi- 
nifhed, which Cardinal Wolfey had ordained for him. Hé was a mag- 
nanimous and munificent Prince, and a great Favourer of Learned men, 
he was tall of Sature, and of a goodly Majeftick Prefence, ix whofe ex- 
cellent CUnderftanding (faith Camden) great Virtues and no lefS Vices were in 
a confufed kind of meafure imprinted. His Son Edward. the Sixth of that 
Name, fcarce ten years of age, fucceeded him, who on the twentieth of 
February tollowing was folemnly anointed and crowned at Weffminfter, 
after the manner of his Anceftors.

within three days took the Oath. In that while that my Lord Lieu- 
tenant was a landing, one of his Veflels by force of the Tempeft was 
fplit near the fhoar,; whereby fome of the Citizens of Dublin were 
fwallowed up by the Waves, and perifhed. However the Lord Lieute- 
nant himfelf with the reft landed , and having killed thofe that refifted, 
they wafted the Ifland. And leading his Forces from thence to Cantire, 
there he made a vaft, deftruction. So he did at Arran and Comber. It. 
was his refolution to make a violent affauit into the Ifland: yet a great 
Tempeft arifing, he was forced to turn back; and foon after he landed 
and KXnockfergus. Before his return out of the North, he plundered and 
burned feveral Villages inhabited by the Scots.

George Dowdall, born in the County of Louth, Official to his 
Cromer, at the requeft of St. Leger, Lord Lieutenant, fucceeded.

Henry VMI. was Confecrated by Edward Staples Bilhop of Meath, and other 
| Bifhops, about the beginning of December, 1543. In the Reigh of Edward V1. 
ihe lived an Exile beyond Seas, and the See in the mean time was granted 
to Hugh Goodacre : but under Queen Mary about the end of the year 1553 he 
was recalled. On the twelfth of March following he was reftored by Letters 
Patents to the Title of Primate of a Ireland, which the faid King Edward 
had granted to George Brown Arch-Bithop of Dublin, and fo he recovered 
the Arch-Bifhoprick and the Title annexed to it.

Parifius mifcalls him Falk 
Baffet. He fate almoft 15 years, and departed this Life at his Mannor of Fin- 
glafs the fixth of May, 127%, and his Corps carried to St. Patrick’s, were in- 
‘tombed in St. Mary’s Chappel (Founded, if I am not miftaken, by himfelf.)

or Bignor, of whom before, Prebendary of .Maiouth, and at that time High Trea- 
furer of ireland. Walter immediately upon his Election took Shipping for France,| 
where the Pope then refided , but the next night following a Storm arofé, and 
he, together with 156 perfons more, were all cait away. He being thus drown- 
ed, Bicknor was by unanimous confent chofen Arch-Bifhop: After his Eletion 
he went to Lyons, where (waving that lawful Election) “‘ he was provided by 
“ Pope Clement V.out of the fulnefS of his Power (fays john Alan) becaufe 
“ of his great Learning and noble Defcent. He was afterwards confecrated at 
Avignion the 22d of July, 1317, by Michael de Prato Cardinal of Oftium. The}. 
Bulls ef his Confirmation were read and publifhed at Dublin, in Chrift-Church, on 
the Feaft of the Purification of the Virgin A¢ary next enfuing.He came firft to this 
See, being now made Juftice of Ireland, the gta of O:tober, 1318, as isyeported ; 
on which day he was received by the Clergy and People with great applaufe, and 
(if I miftake not) alfo Inthroned. Two years after he eretted a College in Dyb- 
| lin, at St. Patrick’s Church, and took care to get it confirmed by Pope john XXIL 
A noble Undertaking truly, but it fell prefently to nothing for want of a due 
Provifion for the Scholars. Of the Rules to be obferved in that College, fee a 
Copy of the Record in my Book of the Antiquities of Ireland, Cap. XV. In 
| 1323 he was fent by the Parliament of England Embatlador into France, toge- 
ther with Edmund de Woodjtock Earl of Kent, younger Brother of King Edmard II} 
but returned without Succefs, as appears in Thomas Walfingham’ s Upodigm. Neu- 
frie. -He died on the 14th of July, 1349, having fate almoft 32 years, not. 
‘inferior to any of his Predeceflors either for Prudence or Learning, and was bu- 
ried, E think, in St. Patrick’s Church. Not long before his death he had a great 
Conteft with Richard Fitz-Ralph Arch-Bifhop of Armagh, who pretending the 
King’s Grant, had the Crofs carried before him in Dublin. The Decrees of a 
Synod held by him, I remember to have read in the White Book of the Church 
of Offory. He built the Bifhop’s Houfe at Zaulaght. :

+; Yet were the Englifh reputed but Part-Owners of Jre/and at this time, as appeareth 
by the Commiffion of the Pope’s Legate in the time of King Richard the Firft, 
whereby he had Power to exercife his Jurifdittion in Anglia, Wallia, ac illis Hiber- 
nie partibus, im quibus Johannes Moretonti Comes poteftatem habet € dominium, as 
it is recorded by Mat. Paris. 

King yobn, in the twelfth Year of his Reign, came over again into Ireland : The 
Stories of that time fay, with a great Army, but the certain Numbers, are not tre- 
corded : yet it is credible, in regard of the Troubles wherewith this King was di-} 
ftrefled in England, that this Army was not of fufficient Strength to make an entire 
Conqueft of Zreland ; and if it had been of fufficient Strength, yet did not the King Matth. Paris 
flay a fufficient time to perform fo great an A€tion , for he came over in Fane, and 
returned in September, the fame Year. Howbeit, in that time the rif Lords for 
the moft part; fubmitted themfelves to him, as they had done before to his Father . 
which was but a meer Mockery and Impofture: for his back was no fooner turn’d. 
but they returned to their formerRebellion : And yet this was reputed a-fecond Con- 
queft.

By this it appeareth why the extortion of Coigne and Livery, is called in the old

though it was firit invented in Hell, yet if it had been ufed and prattifed there, as 
it hath been in Jreland, it had long fince deftroyed the very Kingdom of Beelzebub. 
‘In this manner was the War of Zreland carried, before the coming over of Lione/ 

Duke of Clarexce. | . : 

This young Prince, being Earl of Uljter, and Lord of Conaught, in right of his 
Wife (who was Daughter and Heir of the Lord Wiliam Bourk, the 'laft Earl of 
Uilter of that Family, flain by treachery at Knockefergus) was made the King’s 
Lieutenant of Ireland ; and fent over with an Army in the fix and thirtieth Year

Record in the King’s Remembrancers Office in England (in the Pref de Rebus tan- 
gentibus Hiberniam) and doth not contain above fifteen hundred Men by the Poll ;

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For in ancient times, the King himfelf did not levy his Armies by his own imme- 
diate Authority or Commiffion , but the Lords and Captains did by Indenture Co- 
venant with the King, to ferve him in his Wars with certain numbers of Men, for 
certain Wages and Entertainments, which they raifed-in greater or lefler Numbers, 
as they had Favour or Power with the People. . This courfe hath been changed in 
latter times upon goed reafon of State : For the Barons and chief Gentlemen of 
the Realm, having Power to ufc the King’s Prerogative in that point, became too 
popular ; whereby they were enabled to raife Forces even againft the Crown it felf , 
which fince the Statutes made for levying and -muftering of Soldiers by the King’s 
fpecial Commiflion, they cannot fo eafily perform, if they fhould forget their Du- 
ties. / . ry

| Gve than an Invafive War) and withal, to defray the whole charge of the Kingdom 
for Eleven thoufand two hundred thirteen Pounds, fix Shillings and eight Pence, 
as.appeareth by the Indenture between him and the King, remaining of Record in 
the Tower of London. But it appeareth by that which Frozffard reporteth, that 
Sir William Winfore was fo far from fubduing the iri, as that himfelf reported,

And here I may well take occafion to fhew the vanity of that which is reported |

Jf this Writer had known, that the Kings Courts had been eftablifhed in Jreland 
more than an‘indred years before King Edward the ‘Third was born ; or had feen 
weet Rolls in England, or the Records of the Receipts and Ifftes

in Ireland, he had not left this vain Report to Pofterity : for both the Benches and 
the Exchequer wére erected in'the twelfth Year of King john. And it is recorded 
in the Parliament Rolls of 21 of King Edward the Third, remaining in the Tower, 
| that the Commons of England made Petition that it might be enquired, why the 
King received no Benefit of his Land of Ireland, confidering he poflefied more there

{third part of that he writeth. For the Accompt of ‘the Profits of Ulfter yet re- 
maining ih Bremingham’s Tower, made by Wiliam Fitz-Varren, Senefchak and: 
Farmer of the Lands in Ud/fer, {tized into the King’s Hands after the death of 
Walter de Burgo, Earl of Ulfer, from the fifth Year of King Edward the Third, 
until the eighth Year, do amount but to Nine hundred and odd Pounds, at which} ° 
time the’ Irifbry had not made fo great an Invafion upon the Earldom of Ulfter, 
las they had done in the time of King Richard the Second. 
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As vain a thing it is, that I have feen written in an ancient Manufcript touch- 
ing the Cuftoms of this Realm in the time of King Edward the Vhird, that thofe 
| Doties in thofe days fhould yearly amount to Ten thoufand Marks, which by my 
own fearch and view of the Records here, I can juftly controul : For upon the 
late reducing of this ancient Inheritance of the Crown, which had been detained in 
moft of the Port-Fowns of this Realm, for the fpace of an hundred years and up-| - 
wards, I took fome pains (according to the Duty of my place) to vifit all the 
Pipe-Rolls, wherein the Accompts of Cuftoms are contained, and found thofe Du- 
ties anfwered in every Port, for two hundred and fifty years together, but did not 
find that at any time they did exceed a thoufand Pound per Annum ; and no mar- 
vel, for the Subfidy of Poundage was not then known, and the greateft Profit did 
arife by the Cocquet of Hides ;.for Wooll'and Wooll-fells were ever of little va- 
lue in this Kingdom. . oe : 

1 But now again let us fee how the Martial’ Affairs proceeded in Ireland. Sir Wil-

In the beginnigg of the Reign of King Réchard the Second, the State of Ep- 
gland began to think of the Recovery of freland : Kor then was the firft Statute 
“tmade againft Abfentees, commanding all fuch as had Land in Jreand, to return 
-land refide thereupon, upon pain to forfeit two third parts of the Profit thereof. 
Again, this King, before he intended to pafs over, committed the Government of 
this Realm to fuch great Lords fucceflively, as he did moft love.and favour : Firft, | 
to the Earl of Oxford, his chief Minion, whom he created Marquefs of Dubdiin, 
and Duke of Ireland : next, to the Duke of Surry, his half Brother :’ and laftly,| 
\to the Lord Mortimer, Earl of March and Uljter, his Coufin and Heir apparent. . 

Among the Patent Rolls in the Tower, the ninth Year of Richard the Second, 
we find five hundred Men at Arms at twelve Pence.a piece per diem, and’a thou- 
fand-Archers at fix Pence a piece per diem, appointed for the Duke of Ireland, 
Super Congueftu illins terre per duos annos: For thofe are the words of that Re- 
}cord. But for the other two Lieutenants, Ido not find the certain numbers where-} 
of their Armies did confit : but certain it is, that they were fcarce able to defend} 
the Englifo Borders, much lefs to reduce the whole Ifland: For one of them, name- 
ly, the Earl of March, was himfelf-flain upon the borders of Meath ; for revenge}. 
of whofe death, the King himfelf made his fecond Voyage into Jre/and, in the laft

With thefe Humilities they fatisfied the young King, and by their bowing and 
bending, avoided the prefent Storm. ;, and fo brake that Army which was prepared

Duting the Minority of King Henry the Sixth, and tor the fpace of feven or eight 
years after, the Lieutenants and. Deputies made only a bordering War upon the 
\Zrifo, with {mall and fcattered Forces : Howbeit, becaufe there came no ‘Treafure 
Jout of England to pay the Soldiers, the poor Englijh Subjeéts did bear the Burthen 
of the Men of War inevery place ; and were thereby fo weakned and impoverifhed, 
as the ftate of things in Ireland ftood very defperately. 4 
- Whereupon the Cardinal of Winchefter (who, aftet the death of Humphrey Duke} 
of Glocefter, did wholly {way the State of England ) being defirous to place the Duke 
of Somerfet, inthe Regency of France, took occafion to remove Richard Duke of 
York from that Government, and to fend him into Jveland, pretending that he was a 
moft able and willing Perfon, to perform Service there, becaufe he had a great In- 
heritance of his own in Ireland, namely, the Earldom of Uljter; and the Lord» 
thips of Counaught, and Meath, by defcent from Lionel Duke of Clarence. 

We do not find that this great Lord came over with any numbers of Waged| 
Soldiers, but it appeareth upon what good terms he took that Government, by the 
Covenants between the King and him, which are Recorded and Confirmed by A& 
of Parliament of Jreland, and were to this effect. . :

We cannot prefume that this Prince kept any great Army. on foot, as well becaufe| 
his means out of England were fo mean, and thofeill paid, as appeareth by his paffionate 
Letter written to the Earl of ‘Salisbury his Brother in Law ; the Copy whereof, is 
Regiftred in the Story of this time , as alfo becaufe the whole Land, except the Ex- 
glifo Pale, and fome part of the Earldom of U/jter, upon the Sea-cofts, were pof 
feft by the Jrib: fo as the Revenue of the Kingdom, which he was to receive, did 
amount to little. _He kept the Borders and Marches of the Pale with much ado’,

ae this, when this great Lord was returued into England, and making Claim 
to the Crown, began the War betwixt the two Houfes ; it cannot be conceived 
{but that the Kingdom fell into a worfe and weaker State. _ . - 
When Edward the fourth was fettled in the Kingdom of England, he made his 
Brother, George Duke of Clarence, Lieutenant of Ireland : This Prince was born 
in the Caftle of Dublin, during the Government of his Father the Duke of York ; 
yet did he never paf$ over into this Kingdom to govers it in perfon, ae he held 
the Lieutenancy many years. But it is manifeft that King Zdward the Fourth did 
not pay any Army in Jreland during his Reign , but the Men of War did pay 
themfelves by taking Coigne and Livery upon the Country :. which Extortion grew 
fo exceflive and intollerable as.the Lord Ziptoft, being Deputy to the Duke. of 
Clarence, was enforced to execute _ upon the greateft Earl in the Kingdom , 
nainely, De/mond, who loft his Head“at Drogheda for this Offence. Howbeit, that 
ithe State might not feem utterly to neglect the defence of the Pale, there was a 
Fraternity of Men at Arms, called the Brotherhood of St. George, erected by Par- 
liament the 14th of Edward the Fourth, confifting of thirteen of the moft. Noble 
and Worthy Perfons within the four Shires. Of the firft Foundation were Thomas 
{Earl of Kildare, Sir Rowland Eujtace, Lord of Port-lefier, and Sir Robert Eujtace, 
for the County of Kildare ; Robert Lord of Howth, the Mayor of Dublin, and Sir 
Robert Dowdal, for the County of Dublin ; the Vifcount of Gormanjton, Edward 
Plunket, Senetcal of Meath, Alexander Plunket, and Barnabe Barnewale, for the 
County of Meath , the Mayor of Drogheda, Sir Lawrence Taaffe, and. Richard Bel- 
|lewe, for the County of Louth. Thete, and their Succeflors, were to meet yearly 
upon St. George’s Day ; and to chufe one of themfelves to be Captain of that Bro- 
therhood, for the next Year to come :- which Captain thould have at his Command 
120 Archers on horfeback, 40 Horfemen, and 40 Pages, to fupprefs Out-laws and 
Rebels : The Wages of every Archer fhould be fix pence per ditm ; and every 
Horfeman five pence per diem, and four Marks per Annum: And to pay thefe En- 
tertainments, and to maintain this new Fraternity, there was granted unto them 
by the fame AC of Parliament, a Subfidy of Poundage out of all Merchandizes ex- 
{ported or imported throughout the Realm (Hides, and the Goods of Freemen of} 
Dublin and Drogheda only excepted.) Thefe 200 Men were dll the ftanding Forces 
that were then maintained in Jreland : and as they were Natives of the Kingdom, 
fo the Kingdom it felf did pay their Wages, without expecting any Treafure out of | 
England. 
But now the Wars of Laxcafter and York’being ended, and Henry the Seventh | 
befng in the aftual and peaceable Poffefiion of the Kingdom of England ; let us fee 
if this King did fend over a competent Army to make a perfect Conquett of Ireland, 
Affuredly, if thofe two Idols (or Counterfeits) which were fet up againft him ‘in 
the beginning of his Reign, had not found footing and’ Followers in this Land, 
King Heury the Seventh had fent neither Horfe nor Foot hither, but let. the Pale} 
‘to the Guard and Defence of the Fraternity of St. George, which ftood till the tenth 
Year of his Reign. And therefore, upon the erection of the firft Idol, which was 
Lambert the Prieft’s Boy, he tranfmitted no Forces ; but fent over Sir Richard 
Edgecomb, wi Commiilion to take an Oath of Allegiance of all the Nobility, 
Gentry, and Citizens of this Kingdom ; which Service he performed fully, and 
‘made an exact return of his Commiflion'to the King. And immediately after that 
the King fent for all the Lords of Parliament of this Realm ; who repairing to his 
Prefence, were firft in a Kingly manner reproved by him, for among other things, he} 
told them, that if their King were ftillabfent from them, they would at length crown 
Apes; but at laft entertainedthem and difmifled them gracioufly.

tranfinitted- out of England, at feveral times, three or four thoufand Men ,

which, together with the ftanding Garrifons, and fome other Supplies raifed here, | 
made at one time an Army of fix thoufand, and. upwards : which, withthe Vertuel 
and Valour of Arthur Lord Gray, and others the Commanders, did prove a fufh-] 
cient Power to extinguifh that Rebellion. But that being done, it was never in-! 
tended that thefe Forces fhould ftand till the reft of the Kingdom was fettled and 
reduced : only, that Army which was brought over by the Earl of Efex, Lord 
Lieutenant and Governor General of this Kingdom, in'the nine and thirtieth Year 
of Queen Elizabeth, to fupprefS the Rebellion of Tirone, which was fpread univer- 

fally over the whole Realm: That Army, I fay (the command whereof, with the! 
Government of the Realm, was fhortly after transferred to the Command of the 
Lord Montjoy, afterwards Earl of Devonjhire, who with fingular Wifdom, Valour, | 
and Induftry, did profecute and finith the War) did confift of fuch good Men of 
War, and of fuch numbers, being well nigh twenty thoufand by the Poll, and was 
fo Royally fupplied and paid, and continued in full ftrength fo long a time, as 
that it brake and abfolutely fubdued all the Lords and Chieftains of the irifbry, and 
degenerate or rebellious Englifh. Whereupon the Multitude, who ever loved to 
ibe Followers of fuch as could matter and defend them, admiring the Power of the| 
(Crown of England, being bray’d (as it were) ina Morter, with the Sword, Fa-| 
(mine, and Peftilence together, fubmitted themfelves to the Exglifh Government, 
received the Laws and Magiftrates ; and moft gladly embraced the King’s Pardon 
;and Peace in all parts of the Realm, with demonftration of Joy and Comfort a 
; which made, indeed, anentire, perfect, and final Conqueft of Ireland. And though} 
upon the finifhing of the War this great Army was reduced to lefs numbers, yet] 
hath his Majefty in his Wifdom thought fit {till to maintain fuch competent Forces 
here, as the Law may make her ProgrefS and Circuit about the Realm, under the] . 
‘protection of the Sword (asWirgo, the Figure of Juftice, isby Leo in the Zodiack)|. 

until the People have perfectly learned the Leffon of Obedience, and the Conqueft} 


be eftablifhed in the Hearts of all Men. - 
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Hus far have I endeavoured to make it manifeft, that from the firft Adventure 

and Attempt of the Engli/b (to fubdue and conquer Ireland) until the laft 

| War with Tirone (which as it was Royally undertaken, fo it was really profecuted 

ito the end) there hath been four main defects in the carriage of the Martial Affairs 

[here. Firft, the, Armies, fgg the moft part, were too weak for a Conqueft ; Se 

condly, when they were of a competent as (as in both the Journeys of Richard Pf 
| : ° \ cc nghne 
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‘ythe fecond) they were too foon broken up and diffolved : Thirdly, they were ill. 
paid: And fourthly, they were ill governed, which is always a confequent of ill 
payment. _ ‘ 
“But why was not this-great Work performed before the latter end of Queen 
Elizabeth’s Reign, confidering that many of the Kings her Progenitors were as great 
Captains as any in the World, and had elfewhere larger Dominions and Territo- 
ries 2 Firft, who can tell whether the Divine Wiidom, to abate the Glory of thofe 
Kings, did not referve this Work to be done by a Queen, that it might rather 
appear to be his ewn immediate Work ; and yet for her greater Honour, made it 
the laft of her great ACtions, as it were, to Crown 'all the reft 2 And to the end 
that a fecure Peace might fettle the Conqueft, and make it firm and perpetual to 
Pofterity, caufed it to be made in that fulnefs of time when Evgland and Scotland 
became to be united under one Imperial Crown, and when the Monarchy of Greet 
Britany was in League and Amity with all the World. Befides, the Conqueft at 
this time doth (perhaps) fulfil that Prophefie wherein the four great Prophets of |- 
Ireland do concur, as it is recorded by Giraldus Cambrenfis, to this effect : That 
after the firft Invafion of the Englifb, they fhould ipend many Ages in crebris coy- 
flitibus, longog, certamine &§ multis cadibw. And that, Omnes fere Anglici Bb 
Hibernia turbabuntur : nibilominus crientalia maritima femper obtinebunt ; Jed viz 
paulo ante diem Fudicu , plenam Anglorum populo vittorizm compromittunt ; Infula 
| Hibernica de mari ufgke ad mare de toto fubatta &§ incajteHata. Vf St. Patrick and 
the reft did not utter this Prophefie, certainly Giraldws is a Prophet, who hath 
reported it. ‘Lo this we may add the Prophefie of Merlin, fpoken of'alfo by Giral- 
dus, Sextus menia Hibernia fubvertet, EF regiones in Regnum redigéntur. Which is 
‘performed in the time of King James the Sixth ; in that all the paces are cleared, 
and places of Faftnets laid open, which are the proper Walls and Caftles of the Trifb, 
as they were of the Briti/b in the time of Agricola ; and withal, the Zrifh Countries 
being reduced into Counties, make but one entire and undivided Kingdom. 
| But to leave thefe high and obfcure Caufes, the plain and manifeft truth is, that 
the Kings of Zyg/and in all Ages had been powerful enough to make an abfolute 
‘Conquelt of Ireland, if their whole Power had been employed in that Enterprize > 
but {till there arofe fundry occafions which divided and diverted their Power fome 
other way. . | . 
Let us therefore take a brief view of the feveral Impediments which arofe in 
every King’s time fince the firft Overture of the Conqueit, whereby they were fo 
employed and bufied, as they could not intend the final Conqueft of Ireland. 
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bye K Ing Henry the Second was no fooner returned out of Ireland, but all his four 


‘Sons confpired with his Enemies, rofein Arms, and moved War againft him, 
both in France and in England. 
This unnatural Treafon of his Sons did the King exprefS in an Emblem painted 
in his Chamber at Winche/ter, wherein was an Eagle with three Eaglets tiring on} 
her Breaft, and the fourth pecking at one. of her Eyes. And‘ the truth is, thefé 

_ | ungracious Pra¢tices of his Sons did impeach his Journey to the Holy Land, which 
he had once vowed, vexed him all the days of his Life, and brought his gray 

Hairs with forrow to the Grave. Befides, this King having given the Lordthip of 
Ireland to John, his youngeft Son, his Ingratitude afterwards made the King care- 
lefS to fettle him. in the quiet and abfolute Poffeflion ofthat Kingdom. 

Richard the Firlt, who fucceed Henry the Second in the Kingdom of England, 
had lef§ reafon to bend his Power towards the Conqueft of this Land, which was} 
given in perpetuity to the Lord foby, his Brother: and therefore, went ‘he in 
Perfon to the Holy War ; by which Journey, and’ his Captivity in Auftria, and 
the heavy Ranfome that he paid for his Liberty, he was hindred} and utterly difa-} 
bled to purfue any fo great an Action as the Conqueft of Jre/and , and after his} 
delivery and return, hardly was he able to maintain a Frontier War in Normandy, 
where by hard fortune he loft his Life. ee 
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King john, his Brother, had greatelt reafon to profecute the War of Jreland,| 
becaufe the Lordfhip thereof was the portion of his Inheritance, given unto him 
when he was called Jobe Sans-Terre : ‘Therefore, he made two Journeys thither , 
one, when he was Earl of Moreton, and very young, about twelve years of Age , 
the other, when he was King, in the twelfth Year of his Reign. In the firft, his] 
own Youth, and his youthful Company, Roboam’s Counfellors, made him hazard 
the lofS‘of all that his Father had won: But in the latter, he fhewed' a refolution 
to recover the entire Kingdom, in taking the Submiflions of all the Zribry, and 
fettling the Eftates of the Exglifh, and giving order for the building of many Ca-}, 
files and Forts, whereof fome remain until this day, But he came to the Crown 
of England by a defeafible Title, fo as he was never well fettled in the hearts of the 
People, which drew him the fooner back out of Ireland into England: where thort- 
ly after he fell into fach trouble and diftrefS, the Clergy curfing him on the one 
fide, and the Barons rebelling againft him on the other, as he became fo far unable 
to return to the Conqueft of Ireland, as befides the Forfeiture of the Territories in 
France, he did in a manner lofe,both the Kingdoms , for he furrendred both to 
the Pope, and took them back again to hold in Feefarm ; which brought him 
into fuch hatred at home, and fuch contempt abroad, as all his life time after he 
iwas poflett rather with fear of lofing his Head, than with hope of reducing the 
| Kingdom of Ireland. | 

During the Infancy of Henry the Third, the Barons were troubled in expelling 
the French, whom they had drawn in againft King Joh. But this Prince was no 
fooner come to his Majority, but the Barons ralfed a long and cruel War again{t 
him. eae 
| Into thefe troubled Waters the Bifhops of Rome did cait their Nets, and drew 
away all the Wealth of the Realm by their Provifions and infinite Exactions , | 
whereby the Kingdom was fo impoverifhed as the King was fcarce able to feed his } ° 
own Houfhold and Train, much lefS to nourifh Armies for the Conqueft of Foreign [ 
Kingdoms. And although he had given this Land to the Lord Edward, his eldeft}: 

{Son, yet could not that worthy Prince ever find means or opportunity to vifit this 
. {Kingdom in Perfon. For, from the time he was able to bear Arms he ferved con- } 
tinually againft the Barons, by whom‘he was taken Prifoner at the Battel of Lewes . 
and. when the Rebellion was appeafed he mace a Jourtiey to the Holy Land (an} 
Employment which in thofe days diverted all Chriftian Princes from performing | 
any great Actions in Europe) from whence he was returned when the Crown of| 
England defcended upon him. ) 

This King Edward the Firft, who was a Prince adorned with all Virtues, did} zaward s. 
in the managing of his Affairs, fhewhimfelf a right good Husband, who being} 
Owner of a Lordfhip ill husbanded, doth firft enclofe and manure his Demeafies } 
neat his principal Houfe, before he doth improve his Wafts afar off. Theretore, | 
he began firft to eftablifh the Common-weaith of England, by making many excel-} 
lent Laws, and inftituting the Form of Publick Juftice, which remaineth to this} 
day. Next, he fully fubdued and reduced the Dominion of Wales ; then by his] 
Power and Authority he fettled the Kingdom of Scotland , and laftly, he fent a 
Royal Army into Gajcoigne, to recover the Dutchy of Aguitain. Thefe. four great | 
AGtions did take up all the Reign of this Prince. And therefore, we find not in} 
any Record that this King tramfmitted any Forces into Ireland ; but on the other 
fide, we find it recorded, both in’the Annals, and in the Pipe-Rolls of this King- 
dom, that three feveral Armies were raifed of the King’s:Subjetts in Ireland, and 
tranfported’ one into Scotland, another into Wales, and the third into Gafcoigne , 
arid that fevetal Aids were levied here for the fetting forth of thofe Armies. 

The Son and Succeffor of this excellent Prince was Edward the Second, who, 
much againt his will, fent one fmall Army into Ireland, not with a purpofe to 
finith the Conqueft, but to guard the Perfon of his Minion, Piers Gaveffon, who}, , 
being banifhéd out of England, was made Lieutenant of Jrelend, that fo his Exile} 
might feem more honourable. 
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He was no fooner arrived here, but he made. a Journey into the Mountains of : 
Dublin, brake and fubdued the Rebels there, built New-Cajfile in the Birnes Country, 
and repaired Caffle-Kevin , and after palled up into Munjter and Thomond, perform- 
ing every where great Service, with much Vertue and Valour. But the King, 
who could not live without him, revok’d him within lefs than a Year : After which 
time the Invafion of the Scots, and Rebellion of the Barons, did not only difable 


| this King to be a Conqueror, but deprived him both of his Kingdom and life. And 


when the Scottify Nation had cver-run all this Land under the Conduét of Edward 
le Bruce (who ftiled himtelf King of Ireland) England was not then able to fend 
either Men or Money to fave this Kingdom : Only Roger de Mortimer, then Juftite| ' 
of Ireland, avrived at Youghal, cum 38 milit. faith Friar Clinn in his Annals. 

But Bremingham, Verdon, Stapleton, and {ome other private Gentlemen, rofe out} 
with the Commons of Meath and Uriel, and at Fagher near Dundalk, a fatal place 
to the Enemies of the Crown of England, overthrew a potent Army of them: E& 
fic (faith the Red Book of the Exchequer, wherein‘the Victory was briefly record- 
ed) per: manus communis popili, t& dextram Det deliberatur populus dei a fervitute 
machinata €f precogitata. 

In the time of King Edward the Third, the Impediments of the Conqueft of 
Ireland are fo notorious, as 1 fhall not need to exprefs them ; to wit, the War’ 
which the King had with the Realms of Scotland and France ; but efpecially the | 
Wars of France, which were almoft continual for the {pace of forty years : And 
indeed, France was a fairer Mark to fhoot at than Ireland, and could better reward 


_|the Conqueror.- Befides, it was an Inheritance newly defcended upon the King ; 
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and therefore he had great reafon to bend all his Power, and {pend all his time and}. 
Treafure in the recovery thereof. And this is the true caufe why Edward the} 
Third fent no Army into Jre/and till the thirty fixth Year of his Reign, when the 
Lord Lionel brought over a Regiment of 1500 Men, asis before expretfed : which that 
wife and warlike Prince did not tranfmit asa competent Power to make a full Con- 

queft, but as an Honourable Retinue for his Son ; and withal, to enable him to recover 

fome part of his Earldom of User, which was then over-run with the Jr. But 

on the other part; though the Englifb Colonies were much degenerate in this King’s 

time, and had loft a great part of their Poffeffions , yet lying at the Siege of Calls, 

he fent for a Supply of Men out of Jreland, which were tranfported under the 

Condu&t of the Earl of Kildare and Falco de la Freyn, in the Year 1347. 

And now are we come again to the time of King Richard the Second, who for|. 
the firft ten years of his Reign was a Minor, and much difquieted with popular 
Commotions ; and after that, was more troubled with the Factions that arofe be-}. 
tween his Minions and the Princes of the Blood. But at laft he took a réfolution 


'|to finith the Conqueft of this Realm ; and to that end he made two Royal Voyages

hither : Upon the firft he was deluded by the feigned Submiflions of the Irifh ; but 
upon the latter, when he was fully bent to profecute the War with effect, he was}. 
diverted and drawn from hence by the return of the Duke of Lancafer into Eng- 
land, and the general de‘eétion of the whole Realm. 

As for Henry the Fourth, he being an Intruder upon the Crown of England, 
was hindred from ‘all Foreign Actions, by fundry Confpiracies and Rebellions at 
home, moved by the Houfe of Northumberland in the North ; by the Dukes of 
Surrey and Exeter in the South ; and by Owen Glendour in Wales , fo as he {pent 
his fhort Reign in eftablithing and fetling himfelf in the quiet Poffeilion of Eyg- 
land, and had neither leifure nor opportunity to undertake the final Conqueit of 
Ireland. Mach lefS could Henry the Fifth perform that Work : for in the fecond 
year of his Reign he tranfported an Army into France, for the recovery of that 
Kingdom , and drew over to. the Siege of Hurflew the Prior of Kilmaineham with 
1500 Irifb ; in which great Action this victorious Prince fpent the reft of his Life. 4 - 

And after his Death the two Noble Princes, his Brothers, the Dukes of Bedford| 
and Gluceffer, who during the Minority of King Henry the Sixth had the Govern- 
ment of the Kingdoms of England and France, did employ all their Countels and:

For the Scopes of Land which were granted to 
well ditt | the firlt Adventures, were too large; and the Liberties and Royalties, which they

Bie the Earl Sérongbow wasentituled to the whole Kingdom of Leinfer ; partly | 
by Invafion, andpartly by Marriage, albeit,he furrendred the fame entirely to King 
Henry the Second his Soveraign , for that with his Licenfe he came over ; and with 
‘the Aid of his Subje&ts, he had gained that great Inheritance ; yet did the King 
regrant back again to him and his Heirs all that Province, referving only the City 
of Dublin, and the Cantreds next adjoyning, with the Maritime Towns, and _prinei- 
pal Forts and Caftles. Next, the fame King granted to Robert Fitz-Stephen, and Miles 
Cogan, the whole Kingdom of Cork, from Lifimore to the Sea. To Philip Bruce, he 
gave the whole Kingdom of Limerick, with the Donazation of Bifhopwricks, ‘and 
Abbies ( except the City, and one Cantred of Land adjoyning. ) To Sir Hugh de 
Lacy, ali Meath. To Sir John de Courcy, all Ulffer, «Wilkam’ ‘Burke Fitz-Adelm, 
the greateft part of Conaught. In like manner, Sir Thomas de Clare, obtained’ a 
"| grant of all Thomond, atid Otho de Grandifon of all Tepperary ; and Robert le Poer, 
Of the Territory of Waterford, (the City it felf, and the Cantred of the Ooftmen 
‘Jonly excepted.) And thus was all Ireland Cantonized among Ten Perfons of the 
‘Efglifh Nation, and though they had not gained the poffeflion of One Third Part 
of the whole Kingdom, yet in Title they were Owners and Lords of all, fo'as 
nothing was left to be granted to the Natives. And therefore we do not find in any 
Record or Story for the fpace of Three Hundred Years, after thefe Adventurers firft 
arrived in Ireland, that any Zrifb Lord obtained a grant of his Country from the 
Grown, but only the King of Thomond, who ‘had a grant but during King Henry 
the Third his Minority , and Rotherick O Connor, King of Conaught, to whom King 
Henry the Second, before this diftribution made, did grant (as is before declared.)

| Thefé abfolute Palatines made Barons and Knights,did exercife high Juftice in ‘all 
points within their Territories, erefted Courts tor Criminal and Civil Caufes, ‘and 
for their own Revenues, in the fame form, as the Kings Courts were eftablifhed at 
Dublin ; made their own Judges, Senefchals, Sheriffs, Coroners, and Efcheators; 


fo the Kings Writ did not run in thofe Counties (which took up more than two} 


parts of the Exglifh Colonies) but only the Church Lands lying within the: fame, 
which were called the Crofs;wherein the King made a Sheriff: And fo,in each of thefe 
Counties: Palatines, there. were two Sheritis ; One, of the Lierty, and. another 
of the Grofs: As in Meath we find a Sheriff of the Liberty, and a Sheriff of-the 
Crofs:. And fo in Ulfer, and fo in Wexford : Andfo at this day, the Earl of Or- 


monde maketh a Sheriff of the Liberty, and the King a Sheriff of the Crofs of Tip-] 


perary.

Again, thefe great Undertakers, were not tied to any form of Plantation, but vall 
was leftto their difcretion and pieafure. And although they builded Caftles, and made 
Free-holders, yet were there no Tenures or Services referved to the Crown , but 
the Lords drew all the refpect and dependaricy of the common people unto Them- 
felves. Now let usfee what inconveniencesdid arife by thefe large and ample Grants 
of Lands and Liberties, to the firft Adventurers, in the Conqueft. 

Affuredly by thefe Grants of whole Provinces,and petty Kingdoms,thofe few Eng- 
lifh Lords pretended to be Proprietors of all the Land, fo as there was no _ poffibi- 
lity left of fettling the Natives in their Pofleflions, and by conféquence the Con- 
queft became impoflible, without the utter extirpation of all the Iryb ; which thefe 
Englifh. Lords. were not able-to do, nor perhaps willing, if they had been able. 
Notwithftanding, becaufe they did ftill hope to become Lords of thofe, Lands which 
were poffefled by the Zrib, whereunto they pretended Title by their large Grants ,

For commonly the Bond-flave u fed by his Lord, but bere the Lord was fed by his Bondflave. | 
Laftly, there were two other Cuftoms proper and peculiar to the Iri/bry, which 
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being the caufe of many ftrong Combinations and Fattions, do tend to .the 
jutter ruine of a Commonwealth : The one was Fofering , the other Gofipred, 
both which have ever been of greater eftiggation among this people than with 
| any other Nation in the Chriftian World, For Fojferig, I did never hear or 
‘read, that it was in that ufe or reputation in any other Country, Barbarous or 
Civil, as it has been, and yet is, in Jre/and : where they put away all their chil- 
'dren to Fofterers : the potent and¢rich men Sedmg, the meaner fort Brying, the 
jalterage of . their Children ; and the.reafon is, becaufe in the opinion of this 
| people, Foftering had always been a ftronger alliance than Blood ; and the Fo: 
eadiaspe tick do lové, and are beloved of their Fofter-Fathers, and their Sept, more 
than of their own natural Parents and Kindred, and do participate of their. 
means more frankly , and do adhere unto them in all fortunes, with more 
‘affection and conftancy. And though Ywdy in his Book, of Friendthip doth ob- 
'ferve , that children of Princes being fometimes in cafes of neceflity, for {a- 
ving of their lives, delivered to Shepherds to be nourifhed and bred up, when they 
|have been reftored to their great fortunes, have {till retained their love and affe- 
étion to their Fofterers, whom for many years they took to be their Parents : yet 
this was a rare cafe, and few examples are to be found thereof, 

But fuch a general cuftom in a Kingdom, in giving and taking children to 
Fofter, making fuch a firm alliance as it doth in Jreland, was never feen or heard 
of, in any other Country of the World befides. 

The like may be faid of Gofipred, ‘or Compaternity, which though by the Canon 
Law, it be-a Spiritual affinity, and a Juror that was Gofhip to either of the par- 
ties, might in former times have been challenged, as not indifferent by our Law, 
yet there was no Nation under the Sun, that ever made fo Religious account 
thereof, as the Iri/h. 

Now thefe two Cuftoms, which of themfelves are indifferent in other King- 
doms, becatne exceeding evil and full of mifchief in this Realm,.by reafon of 
the inconveniences which followed thereupon. For they made (as I faid be. 
fore’) ftrong parties and factions, -whereby the great men were enabled to 
opprefs their Inferiors, and to oppofe their Equals : and their followers were 
born out and countenanced in all their lewd and wicked attions : For Fo- 
fterers and Goffips, by the common cuftom of Jre/and, were to maintain one 
another in all caufes lawful andunlawful, which as it is a Combination and Con- 
federacy punifhable in all well-governed Commonweals, fo was it not one of the} 
leaft caufes of the commion mifery of this Kingdom, mre 

I omit their common repudiation of their» Wives; their promifcuous gene- 
ration of Children; their neglect of lawful Matrimony , their uncleannefs in Ap- 
parel, Diet, and Lodging, and their contempt and fcorn of all things neceflary 
for the civil life of man. 

Thefe. were the /rifh Cuftoms, which the Engljh Colonies did embrace and ufe, 
after they had rejected the Civil and Honorable Laws and Cuttoms of Exgland, whereby 
they became Degenerate and Metamorphofed like Nebuchadnezzar : who although 
he had the face ofa man, had the heart of a beaft, or like thofe who had drunk 
of Circes Cup, and were turned into very Beafts, and yet took fuch pleafure in 
their beaftly manner of life, as they would not return to their fhape of men again :] - 
Infomuch, as within lefS time than the age of ‘a man, they had no marks or 
differences left amongft them of that Noble Nation, from which they 
were defcended. For, as they did not only forget the Engljb Language, and 
{corn the ufe thereof, but grew to be afhamed of their very Englifh ‘Names, 
though they were Noble and of great Antiquity, and took Irih Sirnames and 
Nick-names. Namely , the two moft potent Families of the Bourks in Conaught 
( after the Houfe of the Red Earl failed of Heirs males ) called their Chiefs, 
Mac William Eighter, and Mac William oughter. \m the fame Province, Bre- 
‘mingham, Baron of Athenree, called himfelf Mac Yor. Dexecefter or Déeexon, 
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was called Mac Yordan,  Mangle, or dé Angulo, took the name of Mac Coftelo, Of the} os 
Inferior families of the Bourkes, one was.called Mac Hubbard, another Mac David, In 
Munfter 
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4 Munjter, of the great Families of the Geraldines planted there, one was called Mac 
“| Morice, chief of the Houfe of Lixwaw , and another, Mac Gibbon,.who wasalfo cal- 
led the White Knight. The chief oe Baron of Dunboyne’s Houle, who isa Branch 
of the Houfe of Ormonde, took the Sur-names of Mac Pherss. . Condon of the Coun- 
ty of Waterford, was called Mac Maioge: and the Arch-Deacon -of the County of 
Kilkenny, Mac Odo. And this they did in contempt and hatred of the Englifh Name 
and Nation , whereof thefe degeuerate Families became more mortal Enemies than 
the meer Jrifh. And whereas the State and Government being grawn weak by 
their Defeétion, did, to reduce them to Obedience, grant them many Protections 
dand Pardons (the cheapnefs-whereof, in al Ages, hath brought great Difbonour and 
| Damage to th Common-weal,) they grew fo ungrateful and unnatural, as in the end

Then. was there no means to maintain the Army, but by fefling the Soldiers upon 
the Subject, as the Iri/p were wont to impofe their Bonaugnt : whereupon grew that 
wicked Extortion of Coigve and Livery {poken ~of before, which in fhort time ba- 
nifhed the greateft part of the Free-holders out of the Counties of Kerry, Limerick, 

Cork, and Waterford ; into. whofe Pofleffions Defmond and. his Kinfmen, Allies,: and] 
Followers, which were then more Jrifh than Exglijh, did enter and appropriate thefe|

of the Englifh Free-bolders and Tenants of this Land been departed: out thereof, fome| 
into the Realm of England, and other fome to other ftrange Lands ;. whereupon the| 
forefaid Lords and Gentlemen of this Land have Intruded into the faid Free-holders| 
and Tenants Inherstances ; and the fame keepeth aud occupieth as their own Inheri- 
tances ; aud fetten under them in the {ame Land the Kings Irith Enemies, to the di- 
minifping of Holy Churches Rites, the difberifon of the King aud bis obedient Subjects, 
and the utter ruine and defolation of the Land.

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Truly King Edward the Second, by the incurfions of the Scottifp Nation, and}; 


by the infurrettion of his Barons, who raifed his Wife and his Son againft him, 
and in the end depofed him, was diverted and utterly difabled to reform the 
‘| diforders of Ireland. But as foon asthe Crown of England was transferred to 
King Edward the third, though he was yet in his minority, the State there be- 
gan to l@wk into the defperate eftate of things here. And finding fiich general de- 
feCtion, Letters were fent from the King to the great Men and Prelates, requi: 
ring them particularly to fwear fealty to the Crown of England. a as 
Shortly after, Sir Anthony Lucy, a Perfon of great Authority in Evgland in thofe 
days, was fent over to work a reformation in this Kingdom, by a fevere courfe ; 
and to that end, the King wrote exprefly to the Earl of Ulfer, and others of the 
Nobility to affift him, as is before remembred ; prefently upon his arrival, he ay- 
refted Maurice Fitz-Thomas Earl of Defmond, and Sir Wiliam Bremingham, and 
comrnitted them prifoners to the Caftle of Dublix : where Sir. Wiliam Bremingham 
was executed for Treafon, though the Earl of Defmond was left to Mainprize, up- 
on condition he fhould appear before the King by a certain day, and in the mean 
time to continue loyal. shite: sae 
After this, the King being advertifed, that the overlargé Grants of Lands 
and Liberties, made to the Lords of Enghjh blood in Ireland, made them fo in- 
folent, as tHiey fCorned to obey the Law, and the Magiftrate, did abfolutely reftime 
all fuch Grants, as is before declared. But the Earl of Defmond, above all men, 
found himfelf grieved with this refumption, or Repeal of Liberties ; and declared 
his diflike and difcontentment : infomuch, as he did not ony refufe to come to 
a Parliament at Dad/in, fummoned by Sir Widiam Morrz, Deputy to the Lord 
Fohn Darcy, the King’s Lieutenant : But (as we have faid before) he raifed fuch| 
diffention between the Exglifh of blood, and the Exglifh of birth, as the like was] 
never feen, from the time of the firft planting of our Nation in Ireland, And 
in this fa&tious and feditious humour, he drew the Earl of Kildare, and the reft 
of the Nobility, with the Citizens and Burgefles of the principal Towns, to hold 
a feveral Parliament by themfelves, at Kz/kenny; where they framed certain Ar-.

before reftumed , and proceeded every way foroundly and feverely, as the Nobility, 
which were wont to fuffer no controulment, did much diftafte him; and the Com- 
mons, who in this Land have ever been more devoted to their immediate Lords 
here, whom they faw every day, than unto their Soveraigh Lord and King; 
whom they never faw ; fpake il] of this Governor, as of a rigorous and cruel 
man, though in truth he was a fingular good Jufticer; and, if-he had not died} 

in the fecond “year of his Government, was the likelieft of that Age to have re- 

formed and reduced the degenerate Englih Colonies, to their natural Obedience ° 
of the Crown ef England. : . : ae 3 

Thus much thea we may obferve by the way, that Maurice Fitz-Thomas, the firft 
Earl of Defimond, was the firft’ Englifh Lord that impofed Cogn and Livery upon 
the King’s Subjedts ; and the firft ‘that raifed his Eftate to immoderate GreatnefS, 
by that wicked Extortion and. Oppreffion ; that he was the firft that rejected the 
Englifh Laws and Government, and drew others by his example to do the like ; 
that he was the firtt Peer of Jreland that refufed to come to the Parliament 
fummoned by the Kings Authority, that he was the firit that made a divifion 
and diftinction between the Englijb of blood, and the Exgli/p of birth. 

And as this Earl*was the only Author, and firft Actor of thefe mifchiefs, which} 
gave the greatelt impediment to the full Conuqueft of Jreland, So it is togbe noted,} 
that albeit others of his rank afterwards offended in the fame kind ; whereby their 
Houfes were many times in danger of ruine, yet wastherenot ever any Noble houfe 
of Englifh race in Ireland, utterly deftroyed and finally rooted out by the hand of 
Juftice, but the houfe of Defmond only, nor any Peer of this Realm ever put .to 
death ( though divers have been attainted:) but Thomas Mitz-Fames the Earl of 
Definond only, and only for the wicked Cuftoms: brovght. in by the firft Earl, and 
practifed by his pofterity, though by feveral Laws they were mate High-Treafon. 
And therefore, though in the 7th of Edward the 4th, during the Government of 
the Lord Tiptoft, Earl of Worce/ter, both the Earls of Defmond and Kildare were 
attainted: by Parliament at Drogheda, for alliance and foliering with the Iryh, 
and for taking Coigne and Livery of the Kings Subjects, yet was Defmond. only 
put to death; for the Earl of Kildare received his pardon. And albeit the Son of| 
this Earl of Defmond, who loft his head at Drogheda, was reftored to the Earl- 
dom, yet couldnot the King’s Grace regenerate obedience in that degertgpate houfe, 
_|but it grew rather more wild and barbarous than before. For from thenceforth) © 
they reclaimed.a ftrange Priviledge, That the Earls of Defimond. fhowld never come 
to any Parliament or Grand Council, or within any waled Town, but at their-will 
and pleafure. Which pretended Priviledge, Fames Earl of Dejmond, the Father) 
of Girald the laft Earl, renounced and furrended. by his Deed; in. the Chancery | 
of Ireland, in the 32 of Henrytheeighth.

But thefe 
Laws did not fpread their Virtue beyond the Engii/h Pale, though- they were made | 
generally for the whole Kingdom ; for the Provinces without the Pale, which du-| 
ring the War of York and Lancafter; had wholly catt off the Englifh Government, 
were not apt to receive this Seed of. Reformation, becaufe they were not firft broken }

not omit to advance both the Honour and Profit of the King. For in the Parliament 
which he held the 33d of Hewry the Eighth, he caufed an Act to pafs, which gave 
unto King Henry the Eighth, his Heirs and Succeffors, the Name, Stile,and Title of 
King of Ireland , whereas before that time, the Kings of England were ftiled but Lords 
of Ireland: Albeit indeed, they were abfolute Monarchs thereof, and had in right all 
Royal and Imperial Jurifdiction and Power there, as they had in the Realm of Eng- 
land.And yet becaufe in the vulgar conceit the Name of King is higher than the Name 











of the King of Ezg/and in the minds of this people: Laftly, this Deputy brought 
Brest Augmentation to the Kings Revenue, by diflelving of all the Monatfteries and 
Religious Houfes in Jre/and, which was done inthe fame Parliament, and afterward, 
by: procuring Min and Cavendifh, Two Skilful Auditors, tobe fent over out of Eng- 
land, who took an exact Survey of all the Pofleffions of the Crown, and brought ma- 
ny things into charge, which had been concealed and fubftratted for many Years be- 
fore.And thusfar did Sir Azthony Saint Leger proceed in the courfe of Reformation , 









perfect obedience of the Crown of England. For all this while, the Provinces. of Co- 
naught and Uifter, and a good part of Leznjfer, were not Redueed to Shire-ground, 
And though Manfter was anciently divided into Counties, the people were {o dege- 
nerate, as no Juftice of Affize durft execute his Commiflion amongit them. None of 
the Jrifh Lords or Tenants were fettled in their Poffeflion$; by any Grant or Confir- 
mation from the Crown, except the Fhree great Earls beforenamed, who notwith- 
ftanding, did govern their Tenants and Followers, by the Jri/h or Brebon Law, fo as 
no Treafon, Murther, Rape, or Theft, committed in thofe Countries, was inquired of, 
or punifht by the Law of England , aud confequently, no Efcheat, Forfeiture,or Fine , 
no Revenue (certain or cafua! ) did accrew tothe Crown out of thofe Provinces. 
The next worthy Governour that endeavoured to advance this Reformation, was 
Thomas Earl of Suffex , who having throughly broken.add fubdued the Twe moft Re- 
_ |bellious and Powerful Jrih Septs in Leznjter , namely the Moores and.O Connors, pof-t 
-|feffing the Territories of Lezx and Offaly, did by Act of Parliament, in the 3d and 
_ |4th of Phil. and Mar7e, Reduce thofe Countries into Two feveral Counties; name-

Counties that had been made in this Kingdom fince the Twelfth Year of King jobn ;} 
at what time the Territories then poflefled by the Englifh Colonies were Reduced into 
’ |‘Twelve Shires, as is before expreffed. 

This Noble Earl having thus extended the Jurifdiction of the Exglih Law inte} 
Two Counties more, was not fatisfied with that addition, but tooka refolutionto di- 
vide all the reft of the /rz/b Countries Un-reduced, mto feveral Shires; andto that end 
he caufedan A&to pafS in the fame Parliament,authorizing the Lord Chancellor,from } 
time to time,to award Commiflions to fuch Perfons asthe Lord Deputy fhould nomi- 
nate and appoint, to View and Perambulate thofe Jrifh Territories ; and thereupon, to 
divide and limit the fame into fuch and fo many feveral Counties as they fhould think} 
meet ; which being certified to the Lord Deputy,and approved by him, fhould be return- 


ed and enrolled in the Chancery,and from thenceforth be of like force and effect, as if it 
were done by Act of Parliament. — | | 7 

Thus did the Earl of Su/fex lay opena paflage for the Civil Government into the unre- 
formed parts of this Kingdom, but himfelf proceeded no further than is before declared.} 

Howbeit afterwards,during the Reign of Queen E/izaberh, Sir Henry Sidney, (who} 
hath left behind him many Monuments of a good Governour in this Land) did noton- 
ly purfue that courfe which the E. of Su/fex began,in Reducing the Trifh Countries in- 
toShires,& placing therein Sheriffs, & other Minitters of the Law ; (for firft he made the

of Lord; Affuredly, theafluming of this Title hath not a little raifed the Soveraign- | 


which though it were a good beginning, yet wasit far from reducing Ireland to the| 





ing the one, the Kzmgs, and the other, the Queens County ; which-were the firft two} 
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Aunaly,a Territory in Leznfer, poflefed by the Sept of Offerrades,one entire Shire by 
it felf, and called it the County of Longford; and after that he divided the whole 
Province of Conaught into fix Counties more ; namely Clare ( which containeth all 
Thomond ) Galloway, Sligo, Mayo, Rofcomox and Leytvim :) But he alfo had caufed 
divers good Laws to be made, and performed fundry other fervices, tending great- 
ly to the Reformation of this Kingdom. For firft, to diminith the greatnefs of} 
the Irih Lords, and to take from them the dependancy of the Commen people, 
in the Parliament which he held 11th Afz. He did abolifh their pretended and 
ufurped Captainthips, and all Exations and Extortions incident thereunto, Next, 
to fettle their Seigniories and Pofleflions in a courfe of Inheritance, according to thé 
courfe of the Common law, he caufed an A& to pafS, whereby the Lord Deputy 
was authorized to accept their Surrenders, and to regrant Eftates unto them, to 
hold of the Crown by Engij/b Tenures and Services. Again, becaufe the inferiour. 
fort were loofe and poor, and not emefuable to: the Law; he. provided by an-|” 
other Act, that of the beft and eldeft perfons of every Sept, fhould bring in all the 
idle perfons of their furname, to be juftified by the Law. Moreover, to give a 
civil Education to the Youth of this Land in the time to come, provifion was 
made by another Law, that there fhould be one Free School, at leaft, erected in. 
every Diocefs of the Kingdom. And lafily, to inure and acquaint the People of 
Adunjter and Conaught, with the Exglifo Government again ( which had not been 
in ufe among them for the {pace of 200 years before :) he inftituted two Pref- 
dency Courts in thofe. two Provinces; placing Sir Edward Fitton in Conaught, 
and Sir Fohbn Perrot in Munfter. ah 

To augment the King’s Revenue in the fame Parliament, upon the Attainder of 
‘| Shane O Neale, he refumed and vefted in the Crown more than half the Province 

of Ulfer : He raifed the Cuftoms upon the principal Commodities of the King-| 

dom : He reformed the Abufes of the Exchequer, by many good Orders and In- 
ftructions fent out of England, and laftly, he eftablifhied the compofition of the 

Pale, in lieu of Purveyance and Sefs of Soldiers. | 

Thefe were good proceedings in the work of Reformation, but there were many 

defects and omuflions withal; for though he reduced all Conaught into Counties, 
he never fent any Jultices of Affize to vifit that Province, but placed Commiffioners 
there, who governed it only in 4 courje of difcretion , part Martial and part Civil. 
Again, in the Law that doth abolifh the Zrijb Captainfhips, he gave way for the 
reviving thereof again, by excepting fuch, as fhould be granted by Letters Patents 
from the Crown; which exception did indeed take away the force of that Law. 
For no Governor during Queen Elizabeth's Reign, did refufe to grant any of thofe 
Captainthips, to any pretended Ir Lord, who would Defire, and with his thank- 
fulnefs Dejerve the fame. And again, though the greateft part of Uiffer were 
vefted by Act of Parliament, in the actual and real pofleffion of the Crown , yet} 
was there never any feizure made thereof, nor any part thereof brought into charge, | 
but the Iri/h were permitted to take all the profits, without rendering any duty or 
acknowledgment for the fame ; and though the Name of O Neale was damned by| 
that Act, and the afluming thereof made High-Treafon, yet after that, was Tirlegh 
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Leyunogh fuffered to bear that Title, and to intrude upon the Poffeffions of the Crown, 
and was yet often entertained by the State with favour. Neither were thefe Lands, 
refumed by the Act of the 11th of Elizabeth, neglected only ( for the Abbies and) 
Religious houfes in Tyrone, Tirconngll and Fermanagh, though they were diflolved 
in the 33th of Henry the 8th, were never furveyed nor reduced into charge, but:

4 ted the Rofes, they laboured to reduce both Engl and Irifh together : which

Junto fome of the Kings of Jjrael, of whom it is faid, That they were good Kings. 
they did not cut down the Groves and High places, but fuffered the people ftill to

‘Therefore, firft by a general AG of State, called the A of Oblivion, publifhed by 
Proclamation under the Great-Seal , All offences againit the Crown, andall particular | 
Trefpafles between SubjeCt and Subject, done at any time before His Majefty’s Reign, | 
were (to allfuch as would come in to the Juftices of Affize by a certain day, and claim } 
the benefit of this A) pardoned, reinitted, and utterly extinguifhed, never to be revived 
or called in queftion. And by the fame Proclamation, all the Jrifbry ( who for the moft } 
part, informer times, were left under tyranny of their Lordsand Chieftains, and had} 
no defence or Juftice from the Crown ) were received into His Majefty’s immediatepros | 
tettion. This bred fuch comfort and fecurity in the hearts of all men, as theréupen en- 
fued the calmeft and moft univerfal peace, that ever wasfeen in Ireland. 

The publick peace being thus eftablifhed, the State proceeded next to eftablith the 
publick Juftice in every part of the Realm. And to thatend, Sir George Carey ( who 
| wasa prudent Governour, and ajuft, and made a fair entry into the right way of Re- 
forming this Kingdom ) did in the firft Year ef His Majefty’s Reign, make the firft 
Sheriffs that ever were made in Zyrone-and Tirconnel, and fhortly after, fent Sir Ed- 
‘mund Pelham Chief Baron, and my felf thither, the firft Juftices of Affize that ever 
fat in thofe Countries : and in that Circuit, we vifited all the Shires of that Province 
befides , which Vifitation, though it were fomewhat diftafteful to the Jrz/b Lords, 
was fweet and moft welcometo the common People; ‘who, albeit they were rude 
and barbarous, yetthey quickly apprehended the difference between the Tyranny and 
Oppreffion under which they lived before, and the juft Government and Protection 
which we promifed unto them for the time to come. 0 | 
- TheLaw having made her Progrefs into Uijter with fo good fuccefS, Sir Arthur 
Chichefter (who with fingular Induftry, Wifdom, and Courage, hath now for the 
fpace of feven Years and more, profecuted the great work of Reformation , and 
j brought it well-near to an abfolute perfection ) did in the firft Year of his Go- 
vernment, eftablift two other New Circuits for Juttices of Affize ; the one in Conaught,| 
and the other in Munfter. I call them New Circuits, for that, although it be ma- 
nifeft by many Records, that Juffices Itiverant have in former times been fent} 
into allthe Shires of Munfter, and fome part of Comanght ; yet certain it is, that in} 
two hundred Years before (I fpeak much within compafs) na fuch Com=-|- 
miffion had been executed in either of thefe two Provinces.

Upon thefe Vifitations of Jultice, whereby the juft & honourable Law of England was 
imparted and communicated to all the Jri/ory, there followed thefe excellent good effects. 
‘Firft, the common people were taught by the Juftices of Affize, that they were free 


1Subjetts to the Kings of England, and not Slaves and Vaflals to their pretended Lords: 
‘| That the Cuttings, Cofberies, Seffings, and other Extortions of the Lords, were Un- 
\lawful, and that they fhould not any more fubmit themfelves thereunto, fince they 


~ [were now under.the protection of fojuft and mighty a Prince, asboth would and could 


{protect them from all Wrongs and Oppreffions: They gave a willing ear unto thefe 
1 Leffons, and thereupon, the greatnefs and power of thofe Jri/h Lords over the people, 
|fuddenly fell and vanifhed, when their Oppreifions and Extortions were taken away, 


which did maintain their Greatnefs: Infomuch, as divers of them, who formerly made 
themfelves Owners of all (by Force, ) were now by the Law reduced to this point ,

~ Ather Capital Offenders, as I dare affirm,that for the fpace of Five Years laft paft, there 


have not been found fo many Malefactors worthy of Death in all the Six Circuits of 


~ “this Realm ( which is now divided into Thirty Two Shires at large) as in one Circuit 


of Six Shires; namely, the Weltern Circuit in Eyg/and , for the truth is, that in time} 
of Peace, the Jrifb are more fearful to offend the Law, than the Engli/b, or any other} _ 
Nation whatfover. | 
Again, whereas the greateft advantage that the Jri/h had of us inall their Rebelli-| 
‘ons, was, Our Ignorance of their Countreys, their Perjons, and thew Actions: Since the} 
‘Law and her Minifters have had a paflage among them, all their places of Faftnefs have 
been difcovered and laid*open, all their paces. cleared: and notice taken of every per- 
fon that is able to do either good or hurt. It is known,not only how they live,and what 


they do, but it is forefeen what they purpofe or intend to do: Infemuch; as Tyrone} — 


‘hath been heard to complain, that he had fomany Eyes watching over him, as he eould 
not drink a full Caroufe of Sack, but the State was advertifed thereof, within few hours 
after. And therefore, thofe allowances which I find in the ancient Pipe-Rolls, 
Pro guidagio, &§ {piagio, may be well {pared at this day. “Under-Sheriffs and Bailiffs| 
errant are better Guides and Spies in the time of Peace, than any were found in the 
time of War , 

Moreover, thefe Civil Affemblies at Affizes aud Seffions have reclaimed the Iri/b} 


| from their wildnefS, caufed them to cut off their Glibs and long Hair ; to convert 


their Manties into Cloaks , to conform themfelves to the manner of England in all

their behaviour and outward forms. And becaufe they find a great inconvenience in 
moving their Suits by an Interpreter ; they do for the moft part fend their Children 
to Schools, efpecially to learn the Engl Language : So as we may conceive and hope, 
that the next Generation will in Longue and Heart, and every way elfe, become 
Exglifh ; fo as there will be no difference or diftin¢tion, but the Irih Sea betwixt 
us.

_ For heretofore the neglect of the Law made the’Exglijh degenerate, and become 
Irifh 5 and now, on the other fide, the execution of the Law doth make the lrifh 
grow civil, and become Exgli/h. _ :

For, although that in the 12th Year of Q. Elizabeth a {pecial Law was made which | 
| did enable the Lord Deputy to take Surrenders,and regrant Eftatesto the Iribry(upon | the Esgliths 
fignification of her Majefty’s Pleafure in that behalf ;) yet were there but few of the I- 
vifo Lords that made offer to furrender during her Reign ; and they who made Surren- 
ders of entire Countries, obtained Grants of the whole again to themfelves only; and 
to no other, and all in Demeafm. In paflipg of which Grants, there was no care 
taken of the inferiour Septs of People, inhabiting and poffefling thefe Countties under 
them, but they held their feveral portions in courfe of Zaniftry and Gavelkind, and 
yielded the fame Ivi/b Duties or Exattions, as they did before : So that upon every fuch 
Surrender and Grant there was but one Free-holder made in a whole Country, which 
was the Lord himfelf ; all the reft were but Tenants at Will, or rather Tenants in Vil- 
lenage, and were neither fit to be fworn in Juries, nor to perform any publick Ser- 
vice : And by reafon of the uncertainty of their Eftates, did utterly negleét to build, 
or to plant, or to improve the Land. And therefore, although the Lord was be- 
| come the King’s Tenant, his Country was no whit reformed thereby, but remained. 
in the former Barbarifn and Defolation. 1 tae, 

Again, in the fame Queen’s time, there were many Iri/h Lords who did not fur- 
‘render, yet obtained Letters Patents ofthe Captainfhips of their Countries, and of 
all Lands and Duties belonging to thofe Captainthips : For the Statute which doth 

\Gondemn and abolifh thofe Captainries ufurped by the Ivy, doth give power to the 
| Lord Deputy to grant the fame by Letters Patents. Howbeit, thefe Ivifb Captains, | 
and likewife the Exglifh, who were made Senetchals of the Ivi/b Countries, did by co- 
lour of thefe Grants, aud under pretence of Government, claim an Irifh Seigniory, | 
and exercife plain Tyranny over the common People. And this was the fruit that 
did arife of the Letters Patents granted of the [rip Countries in ‘the time of Q. 

| Elizabeth, where before they did extort and opprefs the People only by colour of a
